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FOREWORD 



T|his book celebrates the gift of a thoughtful and supportive friend of the Metropol- 
itan Museum. In 1984 Leonard A. Lauder presented to the Department of Prints 
and Photographs his important collection of 158 American art posters of the 1890s, 
a collection he had assembled, winnowed, and perfected over a period of seven years. 
He has since made additional gifts of key works and we are grateful as well for his commit- 
ment of funds toward the exhibition and cataloguing of the Museum's entire collection of 
American art posters of this period. This volume, the first to document such a collection in 
any American museum, has been made possible by Mr. Lauder's generosity and foresight. 

This museum has had a modest collection of American art posters for many years, even 
as early as the decade in which they were first published, but it began somewhat haphazardly, 
with items entering the Museum merely as reference material. It was not until 1957 that 
many of these posters were transferred to the Department of Prints and Photographs, where 
for the first time posters by such artists as Will H. Bradley, Edward Penfield, J. C. Leyen- 
decker, and Maxfield Parrish were formally accessioned. 

Additional donations over the years built up a collection with many strengths, as well 
as many weaknesses. In 1936 David Silve, a graphic designer long associated with Museum 
publications, donated thirty-six American posters to the Museum. Included in this gift was 
an imperfect but extremely rare impression of Will Bradley's large woodcut poster called "The 
Kiss" (Cat. 30), published in 1896. The Silve gift represented the first group of American art 
posters to enter the Museum officially as works of art. 

A particularly strong and early collection of American and French posters of the 1890s, 
which was formed by the painter Robert Vonnoh, was presented to the Museum in 1941 by 
Vonnoh s widow, the sculptress Bessie Potter Vonnoh. These posters, including more than 
125 by American artists, date from 1893 to 1896; many still bear numbered stickers and 
mounting pinholes from an 1896 exhibition of posters held at the Pennsylvania Academy of 
the Fine Arts that was organized by Vonnoh and Maxfield Parrish. Some of the posters are 
quite rare, having been made by lesser-known illustrators, while others are by well-known 
artists, such as the poster especially designed for the Philadelphia exhibition by Maxfield 
Parrish (Cat. 133). 
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One other important donation to our holdings was made in 1952 by Fern Bradley Duf- 
ner, Will Bradley's daughter. Bradley designed some of the most sophisticated early posters, 
many for The Chap-Book. Included in the Dufner gift were rare trial proofs, preliminary 
drawings, and impressions of some of his posters. 

In the years to come, selections from the Lauder collection will continue to be displayed 
on a rotating basis in the American Wing. It is our hope that this inaugural exhibition and 
catalogue, so splendidly supported by Leonard A. Lauder and carefully assembled by David 
W. Kiehl, Associate Curator in the Museums Department of Prints and Photographs, will 
help acquaint the public with a lively and illuminating aspect of American art.

INTRODUCTION 



ASK ANY COLLECTOR how it all began, and you may hear wonderful stories about 
childhood collections ranging from bottle caps to baseball cards. I started to col- 
lect in earnest at the age of ten. It was in 1943, during World War II, that I 
acquired my first American poster. The Office of War Information (OWI) issued a 
series of patriotic posters. "Loose Lips Sink Ships," "Remember Pearl Harbor," and other 
slogans were incorporated into beautiful, vibrant images that captured my imagination. My 
goal was to collect every war poster published by the OWI. Riding subways and buses often 
for hours to the outlying boroughs, I trudged to every OWI office in New York City in search 
of the missing numbers in the series. Even at that age, I had the compulsion to collect. Over 
the years my interests and tastes have changed, but the drive to collect and the thrill of 
forming a collection have stayed with me. 

My childhood fascination with posters lay dormant until 1977. That year, the Whitney 
Museum of American Art mounted an exhibition, Turn-of-the-Century America, brilliantly cu- 
rated by Patricia Hills. Tucked away in a corner was a group of art posters of the 1890s. They 
reflected a self-confident, seemingly problem-free America, conveying the freshness, inno- 
cence, and excitement of the period. The spirit of these lively images captivated me. Once 
again my enthusiasm for the American poster was sparked. I decided then to assemble a 
collection of these works, which from the start I intended for donation to a museum. 

Before embarking on my search, I had a lot to learn. I read endlessly on the subject. It 
was with this knowledge that I began to outline how the collection would look. The works 
included would be chosen for their quality, composition, and historic value. I identified the 
images that I felt were essential, as well as the overall "feel" I wanted to achieve in the 
completed collection. I am often asked which was the first poster to enter the collection. It is 
impossible to remember. By the time I bought the first poster, I had already shaped the 
collection so carefully in my mind that each addition was like fitting a piece into a jigsaw 
puzzle. Each acquisition gave me enormous pleasure, as it filled an already identified gap. 
This is not to say, however, that as the collection grew there were not many wonderful sur- 
prises. There was nothing more exciting than finding an entirely undocumented or unique 
poster. 

The collection was not intended to be encyclopedic. Selectivity always plays a major part 
in forming a unified collection. There is as much significance in the works rejected as in those 
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included. These decisions reflect the collector's personal vision but also demand an extraordi- 
nary amount of time and looking. I did not collect in a blitz; each acquisition came in slowly 
and carefully, and each was savored. 

The bulk of the collection consists of works by the major poster artists of the period. 
Will H. Bradley and Edward Penfield, the leaders of the movement, are well represented but 
certainly not exclusively. I have tended to be less interested in artists such as Maxfield Parrish, 
whose roots were more firmly established in magazine illustration than in the production of 
the art poster. According to Penfield, "a design that needs study is not a poster no matter 
how well it is executed." I have taken these words to heart. The most successful poster is one 
that elicits an immediate response. The concise wording and simplified forms employed by 
these artists work together to create a narrative with strong impact. 

Most of the posters in the collection are not advertising posters as we know them today. 
Certainly during this period, there were numerous examples of quite ordinary posters, hawk- 
ing circuses, theatrical productions, and patent medicines. Often made by apprentices rather 
than by the lithographers themselves, these works lack power in both composition and color. 
The posters I have chosen may promote bicycles and literary magazines, yet the artists have 
elevated their subjects beyond the realm of mere commercial art. 

That these posters have survived at all is a small miracle. For more than seventy years 
they were considered mere ephemera. Not surprisingly, many were found badly damaged, 
having been folded, tacked up on walls, taped, or trimmed. In the course of my search, I had 
to pass up key images due to their poor condition. With time, a pristine example would 
emerge. In the context of my collection, I could insure that these high-quality examples 
would be preserved indefinitely. 

As the collection took form, Bonnie Clearwater, my curator at the time, and I turned 
our attention to finding a home for the works. Since I am a New Yorker and the city has 
nurtured my cultural interests, a New York institution seemed desirable. But most impor- 
tantly, I wanted a place where the cohesiveness of the collection could work to its best advan- 
tage. The Metropolitan Museum of Art proved to be the ideal place. 

The Metropolitan Museum already had a significant number of American turn-of-the- 
century posters. Happily, my collection was abundant in the areas where theirs was lacking. 
By joining forces with me, the Metropolitan Museum now has one of the strongest collections 
of American art posters of the 1890s. I worked closely with Colta Ives, Curator of the De- 
partment of Prints and Photographs, and David Kiehl, Associate Curator, and we were able 
to come to agreements concerning both the acceptance of the donation and the display of 
selected works over a period of years. Their enthusiasm for the collection, as well as for the 
publication of this catalogue and for the concurrent exhibition, has been infectious. 

My thanks go not only to Colta Ives and David Kiehl of The Metropolitan Museum of 
Art, but also to Bonnie Clearwater and her successor, Julia Blaut. I am also indebted to my 
art-dealer associates, Jack Banning, Susan Reinhold and Bob Brown of the Reinhold Brown 
Gallery, and Deborah Glusker-Lebrave, my "French connection/' My deepest gratitude, how- 
ever, is to my family. They endured my absences on evenings and weekends and remained 
patient while living with piles of posters in the closets and under the bed. The forming of a 
collection is not a one-person job, and it is to all of these people that I am grateful.

AMERICAN 

ART POSTERS OF THE 1 890s 
David W. Kiehl 



IN April 1893 something new was spotted in the shops of American news vendors and 
booksellers. Amid the handbills and letterpress notices of topical interest, there was a 
small poster that pictured a man in a green overcoat and a hunters cap, intently reading 
a magazine -and heedless of the falling rain. The only lettering on the poster was "HAR- 
PER'S FOR APRIL." The magazine that captured the man's undivided attention was Harper's 
Monthly Magazine. 

This was unprecedented. There was no listing of contents, no headline stressing an 
important story or new serialized novel. Moreover, nothing in the image made any reference 
to a holiday season. It was just April. The poster was bold in its simplicity: the singular, 
isolated figure of the man; the magazine; a mere suggestion of the weather proverbially asso- 
ciated with the month; and bold lettering carefully integrated into the design. The implica- 
tion was quite clear. Harper's Monthly Magazine was worth a walk to the news vendor even in 
the pouring rain. 

The next month, Harper and Brothers sent a new placard to replace the man in the green 
coat. For May — and again the presentation was simple — a young girl in a white frock, a 
floral wreath on her head, held up a copy of Harper's (Cat. 139, Fig. 1). As in the April 
poster, the lettering, "HARPER'S for MAY," was carefully integrated with the design. In 
each succeeding month, a new poster appeared, carefully designed. Some made discreet ref- 
erences to adages characterizing the month, others to seasonal activities. The regularity of 
appearance and the singularity of design attracted the attention of the literate public and, 
moreover, of editors of rival periodicals intended for the same middle- and upper-class read- 
ership. By the end of 1893, Charles Scribner's Sons, J. B. Lippincott Company, The Century 
Company, and other publishers had plans for or were distributing their own posters in com- 
petition with those of Harper and Brothers. The race had begun and, with the added en- 
couragement of collectors, the enthusiastic interest in the poster already rampant in Paris 
accelerated across the United States during the rest of the decade. 

There are no records of the deliberations preceding the decision of the editors of Harper 
and Brothers to inaugurate this experimental advertising campaign. Some of these men un- 
doubtedly were familiar with the posters by Jules Cheret, Theophile-Alexandre Steinlen, 
Eugene Grasset, and Henri de Toulouse-Lautrec, which covered Paris hoardings and kiosks

and were first exhibited in New York at the Grolier Club in 1890. 1 In part, though, their 
decision was also influenced by the success of the cover commissioned from the French artist 
Grasset for the Christmas 1892 issue of Harper's, Special holiday covers and art supplements 
had become a routine feature of American magazines in the last quarter of the century; these 
holiday supplements succeeded in increasing readership. Some Christmas covers in the early 
1 890s were specially printed as placards for the use of news vendors. On the other hand, 
during nonholiday months, covers were comparatively dull — a masthead, a listing of con- 
tents, and sometimes a wood-engraved illustration of topical interest. Could a monthly poster 
unrelated to a special holiday issue attract enough attention to encourage the purchase of 
Harper' si 

The poster, as a medium for advertising, was not at all new to the American public. In 
the eighteenth century, letterpress and woodcut handbills were posted regularly in taverns, 
inns, and shops. Nineteenth-century revolutionary advances in color printing by means of 
lithography were quickly marshaled: by businessmen and merchants for household products 
and other goods; by theatrical producers and circus owners; and by political organizations for 
elections and other issues. To meet the growing demand, many of the larger lithographic 
firms in New York, Boston, Chicago, Philadelphia, San Francisco, Buffalo, and Cincinnati 
employed skilled artists to produce a continual flow of images suitable for the advertising 
needs of their clients. Few records survive for these large firms, and even less information 
is known about the artists they employed. Yet the surviving posters are testaments to the 
imaginative skill and quality of the products of commercial printing firms. These posters were 
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ubiquitous across the United States and even in Europe, where American circus posters may 
have had an influence on Cheret. 

Harper and Brothers chose not to employ the services of one of these large lithographic 
firms. They wanted a poster that would attract attention because it was completely different 
from its fellows. Also, they chose not to commission a well-known French artist; not only 
was there an impending deadline, but also they feared that the exuberant young ladies so 
frequently found in French posters might offend their potential readership. Instead, the edi- 
tors turned to the head of their art department, the young Edward Penfield. He had run the 
art department for Harper and Brothers since 1891, after his studies at the Art Students 
League. Amid the hectic duties of overseeing the artistic needs of this important publishing 
firm — supervising staff and contractual illustrators; planning layouts of books and magazines 
and designs of covers; and working with printers — Penfield had little time to devote to his 
new assignment. His first poster was reportedly the product of an overnight spurt of creative 
activity. The achievement clearly illustrated his understanding of an effective poster, its sim- 
plicity and good composition, which he coupled with subtle humor most often expressed by 
visual references to the proverbial qualities of the seasons and by quiet comments on the 
lifestyles of the more leisured classes of American society. These qualities insured the attention 
of the desired readership, of other publishing houses, and of the artistic community. 

In a recently discovered letter of December 7, 1895, to John Hilliard, editor of The 
Union and Advertiser, a Rochester, New York, newspaper, Penfield looked back at his early 
posters and his impact on American design. 

My original intention was to be an illustrator, and I followed that branch for several 
years, making drawings in pen and ink and wash for various purposes. Lately, I have 
given my attention to decorative work, such as posters, bookcovers, &c. as I find it 
interests me most. My first decorative poster was done for Harper & Brothers for their 
April "Magazine," 1893. It was only an experiment and was done long before I ever 
heard of Lautrec or Steinlen as poster designers. To be sure I was familiar with Steinlen, 
but only as a caricaturist. Later on, Richard Harding Davis asked me to make a poster 
for his book "Our English Cousins" [Cat. 158, issued 1894], and showed me about a 
dozen French posters, .which were the first I had seen. I think the American Poster has 
opened a new school whose aim is simplicity and good composition. One can see its 
effects in all directions, especially in our daily papers. . . . 2 

From the beginning, American art posters of the 1890s were distinguished by their 
acknowledgment of the creative personality responsible for a posters artistic statement. Pen- 
field started the tradition, signing his first Harper's poster with his initials, the second with 
his full name, and succeeding posters with either initials, signature, or his logo, a bull's head. 
In France, posters were signed regularly since the artist often held the copyright to an image. 
This had not been the practice in America. Prior to Penfield and his posters for Harper's, 
poster images rarely carried any mention of the artist's name. Instead, the name of the lithog- 
raphy or printing firm was often prominently printed, proudly advertising the quality of the 
printing job itself. Artistic quality was of tertiary or at most secondary importance. The 
primary function of a poster advertising a circus or a stove was to succeed in getting the 
product sold and to exhibit the quality and reputation of the printing firm. Since manufac- 
turers depended on the printer to provide the best quality in a poster to sell products effec- 
tively, artistic issues were the concern of the printing firm. 



But the art poster in America was mainly a product of the publishing trade. From past 
experience editors and publishers knew that a well-known or popular illustrator or artist could 
enhance the sales of illustrated books and magazines. Charles Dana Gibson, Edwin Austin 
Abbey, and Frederic Remington, among others, received large commissions for their illustra- 
tions. It was common practice in publishing to acknowledge artistic contributions; the illus- 
trator sometimes received more attention on title and contents pages than an author. And, as 
noted earlier, editors vied to have the best artists provide covers, art supplements, and il- 
lustrations for special holiday issues, especially Christmas numbers. Among publishers, then, 
the tradition of acknowledging the artist was firmly in place before the appearance of Penfield s 
first poster for Harper and Brothers. 

By the end of 1893, the poster became an accepted extension of a publisher's normal 
activity. Most posters for publishing houses were signed by the artist or designer; and unlike 
the posters created for theatrical events, food or tobacco products, and so forth, they seldom 
carry the name of the printer. Presumably, many posters for books and magazines were printed 
on the presses of the publishers themselves. Although some posters were contracted to outside 
commercial lithography and engraving firms, the name was frequently omitted in these cases 
also. Perhaps, since quality printing was such an inherent part of a publishing houses image 
in the marketplace, the name of the printer was not considered essential. 

The April 1893 Harper's poster was an experiment, but it had been a successful gamble, 
and Penfield continued his monthly series until July 1899. While Harper and Brothers used 
Penfield exclusively for their posters, The Century Company, Charles Scribners Sons, and 
others used many different artists for posters; some publishers issued posters only for holiday 
numbers or special editions, others for each new issue. J. B. Lippincott Company first con- 
tracted with Will Carqueville for a twelve-poster series for their monthly magazine to begin 
in December 1894. When Carqueville decided to continue his artistic studies in Paris, the 
firm commissioned Joseph J. Gould, Jr., to continue the series until mid- 1897. 

The Century Company employed many American artists to provide covers for their sev- 
eral magazine titles. However, the posters to accompany a popular serialized history of the 
life of Napoleon in The Century Magazine came from France, not America. Grasset designed 
the poster that announced the first installment in the November 1894 issue of the magazine. 3 
In 1895, a competition for Napoleon posters was opened in France. The Century Company 
circulated the top entries across the United States. The competition for a poster for the 1896 
midsummer fiction number of The Century may have been organized in response to criticism 
engendered by the Napoleon poster contest. The artist Joseph Christian Leyendecker won the 
midsummer fiction contest with his well-known Art Nouveau design of a young woman 
surrounded by poppies (Cat. 112, colorplate 12). Maxfield Parrish received the second prize 
because, it is said, his design would require four colors to produce instead of the three encour- 
aged by the contest rules. Parrish's design was issued as a poster for the 1897 midsummer 
fiction number (Cat. 134, colorplate 13). The design submitted by Henry M. Rosenberg 
received an honorable mention and was used for the September 1896 poster for The Century 
(Cat. 272). 

The rules for The Century midsummer fiction poster contest were announced by March 
1896, when The Poster printed the following: 

The Century Co. offers three prizes of $125, $75 and $50 for the best designs for a 
poster advertising the Midsummer Number of The Century Magazine. The offer is open 
to everyone, whether professional artist or amateur. Designs must be submitted on or 



before the 30th day of April, 1896, at the office of The Century Co., Union Square, 
New York. Neither name nor initials should appear upon the sketch, but a small device 
should be drawn in the margin, and the full name and address of the artist placed in a 
sealed envelope bearing the same device and sent with the sketch. The judges will be 
three well-known artists whose names will be announced later. [The judges were the 
painters Elihu Vedder and F. Hopkinson Smith and the architect Henry J. Harden- 
bergh.] They will be asked to consider the effectiveness of the posters from the adver- 
tising standpoint, and the ease and cheapness with which they can be reproduced. 4 

The Century Company received seven hundred entries, and the judges gave twelve honorable 
mentions in addition to the three prizes. 5 

Seven hundred entrants in The Century Company's contest seems a huge number, but 
by 1896 the art poster was all the rage with collectors and publishers. The benefits to be 
derived from a well-designed, artistic poster were understood by publishers not only of major 
magazines but also of the many so-called little magazines that blossomed throughout the 
decade. Posters were frequently presented as a premium for subscribing; for example, Will 
H. Bradley designed two posters (Cat. 19, 29), as did John Sloan (Cat. 277), for the Echo of 
Chicago and later New York; Sloan again for Moods of Philadelphia (Cat. 276); Arthur Wesley 
Dow for Modern Art of Prang and Company, Boston (Cat. 66, colorplate 4); Elisha Brown 
Bird for The Red Letter of New York and Boston (Cat. 10); and Ethel Reed for Time and the 
Hour of Boston (Cat. 246, colorplate 23); among many others. The eight posters designed by 
Bruce Porter and Florence Lundborg for a San Francisco humor and literary magazine, The 
Lark, were among the few printed from wood blocks, confirming an interest among California 
artists in this technique and other arts of Japan. 

The most influential of the little magazines was The Chap-Book, the house organ of the 
Chicago and Cambridge firm of Stone and Kimball, American publishers of The Yellow Book. 
The firm was noted for fine printing and fine graphic design, seen in the first poster for The 
Chap-Book, May 1894, as well as in their other posters issued periodically throughout the 
decade. One of their posters was commissioned from Lautrec and issued in 1895. However, 
the placards of the artist and graphic designer Bradley brought the magazine lasting fame. 
Bradley developed a style quite similar to that of Aubrey Beardsley. He was also interested in 
the goals favored by the English Arts and Crafts movement, to introduce good design and 
taste into everyday life. He was a superb designer, and his designs, such as the first Chap- 
Book poster, known as "The Twins" (Cat. 13, Fig. 2), lacked the archness of Beardsley s work. 
For his second poster for the magazine, "The Blue Lady" (Cat. 14, colorplate 3), Bradley 
juxtaposed planes of flat color separated by an unprinted white line. Bradley was well versed 
in the printing arts and achieved "The Blue Lady" with only two colors. Later, Frank Hazen- 
plug continued the Chap-Book lady series with a "Red Lady" (Cat. 97, colorplate 10), a "Black 
Lady" (Cat. 99), and a "Green Lady" (Cat. 100). 

By the time that Bradley's last Chap-Book poster was announced, he had left Chicago for 
Springfield, Massachusetts, and had founded his own graphic-design firm, The Wayside Press 
at the Sign of the Dandelion. In April 1896, he issued a prospectus for a new periodical, 
Bradley: His Book, dedicated to the promotion of fine typography, design, paper, and printing. 
In the May issue, Bradley advertised a magazine poster, which, due to printing difficulties, 
was not available for distribution until November. The poster embodied Bradley's assimilation 
of Pre-Raphaelite ideals. A maiden in aesthetic garb succumbs to temptation in the guise of 
a peacock. The undated poster became known as "The Kiss" (Cat. 30, colorplate 2). Other

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posters were issued for the magazine for the remaining months of 1896 (Cat. 31-34). The 
magazine contained a number of Bradley-designed advertisements for printing-ink and paper 
companies, many located in the Springfield area. One of the most notable of these designs, a 
poster for Whiting Paper Company, was known as "The Acorns" (Cat. 26). The small poster 
had nothing to do with paper in the literal sense; it showed only an, Art Nouveau design of a 
woman with poppies within a border of oak leaves and acorns. But it implied that the fine 
quality of Whiting paper was essential for fine printing. Bradley designed a second poster for 
Whiting known as "The Shield." Some poster exhibitions of the decade listed advertisements 
designed by Bradley for the ink firm of Ault and Wiborg among his posters. However, these 
images were most likely special supplements in such trade periodicals as The Inland Printer. 

The Inland Printer was an influential journal for the printing trade, with numerous ar- 
ticles on advances in presses, type fonts, inks, and so forth. The Inland Printer also issued 
posters. Some of Bradley's striking cover designs were adapted as such with additional type- 
script noting that the issue was "now ready" and "for sale here." In 1897, the publishers of 
the magazine commissioned a series of designs from Leyendecker for use as covers and posters. 
These designs had descriptive subtitles, such as "The Spring Poet" for March, "The Sun" for 
August (Cat. 113, colorplate 36), and "The Chase" for October. Like the posters associated 
with other periodicals, the Inland Printer posters had little to do with printing presses. In- 
stead, the subject was the quality of the printing itself. Another journal associated with the 
publishing and printing trades, The Bookman, also used the same designs for covers and post- 
ers: for example, George Frederick Scotson-Clark's design of a medieval abbot reading in his 
cell and Louis Rheads design for Christmas 1896 of an eighteenth-century reader browsing 
in a bookshop. 

Publishers of magazines and periodicals were not alone in realizing the commercial po- 
tential of the art poster. Many of these firms, such as The Century Company, Stone and 
Kimball, Harper and Brothers, and Charles Scribner's Sons, also published books. By 1894, 
artist-designed placards in bookstores enticed customers to purchase the latest volumes from 
a number of different publishing houses. Penfield, as was to be expected, designed many of 
the Harper and Brothers book posters, often for books by the popular novelist Richard Har- 
ding Davis. Bradley designed a curvilinear, Beardsleyesque poster printed in vermilion and 
green for Tom Halls When Hearts Are Trumps (Cat. 15). This poster, issued by Stone and 
Kimball, is one of the masterpieces of Art Nouveau style in America. The same firm adapted 
Charles Dana Gibson s illustrations for two different placards for Chatfield-Taylor's Two Women 
and a Fool (for one, see Cat. 75). Frederick A. Stokes, a New York publisher of novels, relied 
on the talents of A. W. B. Lincoln to design a series of striking placards, small but with eye- 
catching images and enigmatic yet sensational titles — The Phantom Death, A White Baby (Cat. 
115), and A Dead Man's Court (Cat. 114). For Robert Buchanans Diana Hunting of 
1895, Lincoln based his figure of the Greek huntress on Augustus Saint-Gaudens's monumen- 
tal sculpture crowning the newly erected. Madison Square Garden. In Boston, the talents of 
Ethel Reed were employed by Copeland and Day and by Lamson, Wolffe, and Company. Her 
posters, such as that for the novel Miss Trdumerei (Cat. 235, Fig. 3), received critical acclaim 
in Europe and in America. The success of such posters as these presaged developments in the 
book trade familiar to contemporary readers — the dust jacket and the attention-getting covers 
of mass-market paperbacks. 

Newspaper editors quickly turned to the art poster as an effective means of attracting an 
even larger readership. Placards and broadsides had long been the traditional and most effec- 
tive means of advertising the sensational news of the day. To increase readership, editors began 



adding features — expanded Sunday editions with literary and fashion supplements, holiday 
editions with artistic supplements printed in color, seasonal fashion editions, and special 
women's editions. Artist-designed posters announced these features from the walls of news 
vendors and from hoardings. Two New York papers, the Sun and the Journal, commissioned 
designs from Rhead for large posters, sometimes needing two sheets. There were no headlines 
on these posters; they were intended to advertise the newspaper itself, not particular stories. 
Rhead supervised the printing of the Sun and Journal posters, but such involvement was rare. 
More commonly, the design was printed on the same presses used for the daily editions. Little 
care was spent in aligning colors or correcting printing errors. For example, Rhead only 
provided the designs for the Easter 1896 (Cat. 263) and the Christmas 1896 (Cat. 268) issues 
of the New York Herald. Both posters were printed with poor registration of color and design. 
Many newspaper posters have a naive, lively, and spontaneous quality not found in other 
posters. Quite typical are the many weekly posters issued by the New York World (Cat. 4, Fig. 
4), which combine a sprightly design printed in one or two colors with a listing of contents 
to entice the reader.

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There was a conscious effort among many of the more popular periodicals and newspapers 
to increase their appeal to the American middle and upper classes. Since the periodicals were 
relatively expensive, the prospective reader needed not only money to purchase the magazine 
but also the time for reading. Leisure was an important part of this life. Many of the people 
depicted in Penfields Harper's posters, when not reading, were swimming, going out to the 
tennis court or football stadium, fishing, playing golf, or visiting the horse show. Several new 
magazines in the 1890s were devoted to leisure activities, among these Outing, Recreation, and 
Bearings. Distinctive posters were issued to advertise the latest issue with seasonal reference 
to a particular sport or related activity. 

The bicycle in particular symbolized the new time for leisure. Bicycles were expensive. 
Bearings was a magazine for bicycle enthusiasts. Charles A. Cox designed many of its posters, 
making bicycles an integral part of his designs (Cat. 60, Fig. 5). Bicycle manufacturers were 
among the few companies actively recruiting free-lance artists to design posters, in preference 
to relying on printing-house designers. These posters were large, intended for hoardings and 
the walls of shops. Designs usually provided space for the addition of a local merchants name

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and address. Penfield created designs for several bicycles: the Waltham Manufacturing Com- 
pany's Orient (Cat. 174, colorplate 15); Stearns Manufacturing Company's Stearns bicycle 
(Cat. 190, colorplate 16); and Northampton Cycle Company's the Northampton (Cat. 225, 
colorplate 53). These three posters, while distinctively by Penfield, show a knowledge of his 
French contemporaries, especially Steinlen. Bradley produced at least four posters for the 
Overman Wheel Company's Victor bicycle, all in a marked Art Nouveau style. Only one, "In 
Purple and White" (Cat. 27, colorplate 32), is without an elaborate foliated border. Bradley 
also designed posters for the Springfield Bicycle Club's annual tournaments in 1895 (Cat. 21) 
and 1896. 

In 1896, the Pope Manufacturing Company of Hartford, Connecticut, announced a 
competition for a poster to advertise their Columbia bicycle. The winning designs became 
the property of the company. The three prize winners each received a Columbia bicycle, 
valued at $100, and cash awards: first prize, $250; second prize, $100; and third prize, $50. 6 
About one thousand entries were received, and the successful competitors were Maxfield Par- 
rish, first; O. Rohn of Montclair, New Jersey, second; and A. Romez of New York, third. 
The editor of The Poster noted that "the fault in the majority of the designs, seeing that they 
were wanted for advertising purposes, was that the lettering was confused, or was not con- 
spicuous enough at first sight." 7 

Large lithography firms kept their monopoly on posters for commercial purposes 
throughout the decade. However, competitions such as those sponsored by the Pope Manu- 
facturing Company and The Century Company were an indication that this monopoly on the 
design of product advertising was weakening. Advertising was increasingly vital to the sur- 
vival of both old and especially new products, whether it was Scribner's Magazine, a bicycle, 
or a camera, all of which competed in an expanding market. 

Although the art poster of the 1890s was associated primarily with the publishing world, 
its effects on the commercial world in general have continued to the present day. Increasingly 
in the new century artists were hired to provide suitable images for posters and other adver- 
tisements for a growing range of products. The pioneering efforts of such artists as Penfield, 
Reed, Bradley, and McManus thus foreshadowed the burgeoning activity of the modern ad- 
vertising agencies of Madison Avenue. 
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AMERICAN POSTERS 

AND PUBLISHING IN THE 1890s 

Nancy Finlay 



IN ANY STUDY of American posters of the 1890s, book and magazine posters occupy a 
predominant place for their sheer numbers as well as for their unquestionable quality. 
The American poster period began with Edward Penfield's monthly posters for Harper's 
Magazine in 1893. ^ ended i n the last years of the decade, as book and magazine 
publishers turned their attention to other forms of advertising. From beginning to end, the 
relationship between poster artists and publishers was remarkably close. Many of them shared 
an admiration for contemporary French and British designers, so that publishers, unlike 
manufacturers of soap or shoe polish, were prepared to accept radical and avant-garde styles 
of poster design. This was especially true of publishers of modern fiction and poetry, such as 
Copeland and Day in Boston and Stone and Kimball in Chicago, but even the more conserv- 
ative older firms showed remarkably advanced taste. In New York, Scribners, Harper and 
Brothers, and The Century Company all commissioned important poster designs from a va- 
riety of artists. In Boston, Houghton Mifflin and Company and Joseph Knight Company 
commissioned a few designs that were as startling in their originality as anything issued by 
the younger firms. 

This ready acceptance of the poster style by publishers was surely one reason for the 
predominance of book and magazine posters in the 1890s, but it was not the only reason and 
probably not the most important one. Advances in color printing and photomechanical repro- 
duction also contributed to the blossoming of the poster movement, and publishers and 
printers were among the best informed of these changes in technology. Most American poster 
artists were draftsmen rather than printmakers, and few of them had any training in the 
traditional printmaking processes. John Sloan has recorded the excitement felt by young 
artists at the opportunities for the mass production of "original drawings" through photo- 
mechanical methods, 1 and many of the best early posters, including Penfield's Harper's posters, 
were essentially facsimile drawings reproduced on a large scale. Although the best American 
poster artists, such as Edward Penfield and Will H. Bradley, had a clear understanding of the 
limits and capabilities of the new technology, others knew next to nothing of the means used 
to reproduce their work. Furthermore, whether they understood the processes or not, most 
artists sold their drawings outright to the publishers, who then assumed full responsibility 
for their reproduction. While Penfield presumably had considerable control over the printing 
of his Harper's posters, in other cases it was the publisher and not the artist who saw the

designs through the press. For some Copeland and Day books, the publisher Fred Holland 
Day dealt directly with the printer and made key decisions regarding the scale of the poster, 
the color of the paper, and the color of the ink. 2 Inevitably, such a situation gave book and 
magazine publishers a distinct advantage over other manufacturers, who lacked the publish- 
ers' knowledge of the technical processes and their contacts with the printing industry. One 
outstanding exception to this pattern was provided by Bradley, who was a printer as well as a 
designer. Because he was in control of all stages of production from the original design 
through the actual printing of the advertisement, he was able to offer his services to a wide 
variety of clients, including bicycle firms, drug companies, and paper manufacturers, as well 
as publishers. Bradley's Wayside Press, established in Springfield, Massachusetts, in 1896, 
was one of the earliest advertising agencies, as well as one of the most distinguished small 
presses of the 1890s. 3 

Although publisher and poster artist enjoyed a special relationship throughout the 
1 890s, the relationship between the poster itself and the book or magazine it advertised was 
somewhat uneasy. While originally book and magazine posters were intended primarily as 
advertisements, they quickly came to be considered and collected as independent works of 
art. There is no generic correspondence between most manufacturers' posters and the products 
that they advertise — a poster has nothing in common with a bicycle or a bottle of "Extra 
Tivoli." But posters, books, and magazines are all printed objects combining lettering with 
illustration. Stylistically they could be at least potentially related to one another. At the 
beginning of the period there was usually little resemblance between poster and book cover, 
or book cover and illustrations. As the period progressed, the interconnections became far 
more complicated. The rapid evolution of book covers, book jackets, and magazine covers in 
the 1890s was largely a reaction to the poster craze. 

The typical trade book of the 1890s was a small volume bound in brightly colored cloth. 4 
Books intended for popular consumption, such as fiction, poetry, and collections of essays, 
usually had a decorative design stamped on one or both covers in gold (or occasionally silver) 
and/or colors. Such decoration was widely popular for so-called gift books, issued by publish- 
ers for the holidays. By 1890, the design of these cover decorations had become a well- 
established specialty. Although well-known artists in other fields, such as Elihu Vedder and 
Stanford White, were responsible for a few cover designs, many more were the products of 
specialists such as Margaret Armstrong, who produced hundreds of designs, chiefly for Scrib- 
ner's, and Sarah Wyman Whitman, who created what was virtually a house style for Hough- 
ton Mifflin and Company. 5 

A primary characteristic of these designs is that they were nonfigurative, stressing the 
structure of the book as object. Many of Whitman's designs imitate the metal clasps and 
hinges of early bookbindings. While most of Armstrong's designs utilize floral motifs, these 
are never naturalistically treated but rather form discrete borders and panels echoing the shape 
of the book. Although Armstrong in particular was influenced by the sinuous forms of Art 
Nouveau, the development of this style of book-cover design in America was entirely inde- 
pendent of the rise of the poster. Because these stamped designs were relatively fragile and 
the cloth-covered boards were subject to wear, many books with decorated covers came pro- 
tected by a slipcase or jacket. 6 Book jackets were known much earlier, but it seems to have 
been only in the 1890s that they became common. Most were made of glassine or plain 
unprinted paper and were obviously intended only to protect the book during shipping and 
handling in the bookstores. Printed jackets occasionally reproduced the cover design, though 
more commonly they only listed title, author, and publisher.

The inside of the typical nineties trade book had very little to do with its outside. 
Although there are a few examples of gift books with endpapers, title pages, or decorative 
borders by Armstrong and other decorative designers, usually the contribution of these artists 
was limited to the cover design. Illustrations, if present, were halftones or photo-linecuts 
after such artists as E. W. Kemble, C. H. Russell, and Charles Dana Gibson. These great 
illustrators enjoyed tremendous prestige and their work was extremely popular. The realist 
style of their illustrations seldom related to either cover or poster design, however, though 
enlargements of illustrations with added lettering were occasionally used as posters by some 
publishers. In such cases the artist probably had little control over the manner in which an 
illustration was adapted as a poster design. That the illustrations often sold the book or 
magazine is quite clear from the prominent mention that the illustrator received in many 
contemporary posters. A Scribner's poster by William Sargeant Kendall (Cat. 109) consisted 
of a full-length portrait of Gibson accompanied by an announcement that Gibson was "One 
of the Illustrators in this Month's Scribners." Two best-selling novels by Frank R. Stockton, 
published by Scribners in 1895 an d 1896, exemplify the total lack of visual relationship 
among book cover, illustrations, and poster typical of the period. Armstrong designed both 
books' decorative covers featuring nautical motifs (Fig. 1), but both have striking and totally 
unrelated posters by other artists. The poster for The Adventures of Captain Horn (Cat. 125, 
colorplate 11), with its rather ominous lurking figure and startling colors, is the work of 
Blanche McManus; the more modest sailing ship on the poster for Mrs. Cliff's Yacht was 
designed by E. B. Wells (Cat. 284). The Adventures of Captain Horn was unillustrated, but its 
sequel, Mrs. Cliff's Yacht, had eight full-page halftone illustrations of a distinctly melodra- 
matic character, after drawings by A. Forestier. Surprisingly, a magazine advertisement for 
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the earlier of the two books featured the central motif from Armstrong s cover design rather 
than McManus's poster. 7 A possible explanation is that the Captain Horn poster relies heavily 
upon the use of color for its effect, and in 1895, magazine advertisements were invariably 
printed in black and white. The smaller scale of the book decorations and their direct rela- 
tionship to the product advertised may have been additional factors, since in general the book 
advertisements in magazines tended to reproduce cover designs rather than posters. 

Magazine covers, like book covers, remained the province of the decorative designer well 
into the decade. Most magazines were issued with the same standard covers month after 
month, a practice that continues for many scholarly journals to the present day. The dignified 
but basically uninteresting standard covers of Harper's and Lippincott's figure in many a spritely 
advertising poster by Penfield and Will Carqueville. At a time when The Century Company 
was publishing more book and magazine posters than any other American firm, its house 
organ, The Century, appeared monthly in staid standard wrappers designed by Stanford 
White. The breakthrough came in 1894, when Bradley was asked to design a standard cover 
for The Inland Printer, a Chicago printing journal. Instead of designing one permanent cover, 
Bradley convinced the publishers to change the cover with every issue. 8 Although it appears 
that Bradley had not yet designed any posters himself, the covers that he contributed to The 
Inland Printer reveal a close study of the work of European poster artists, including Aubrey 
Beardsley and Eugene Grasset. In fact, it seems likely that the changing covers of The Inland 
Printer were inspired by Beardsley s changing covers for the controversial Yellow Book. The 
innovation of changing covers was quickly adopted by a host of little magazines with names 
like The Red Letter and Miss Blue Stocking, and Bradley continued it in his own short-lived but 
influential periodical, Bradley: His Book. Most mass magazines, however, clung persistently 
to their old standard covers, and even some of the more progressive periodicals proved re- 




markably resistant to the new idea. Stone and Kimball's Chap-Book, which advertised itself in 
a marvelously varied sequence of posters by Bradley, Frank Hazenplug, Elisha Brown Bird, 
J. C. Leyendecker, and Claude Fayette Bragdon, appeared semimonthly in standard covers in 
a conservative style. 9 J. M. Bowles's Modern Art never adopted the innovation of changing 
covers either, but its standard cover design, drawn by Bruce Rogers, was featured on a poster 
advertising the magazine. Many Inland Printer covers, notably a series designed by Leyen- 
decker in 1897, also did double duty as poster designs (see Cat. 113, colorplate 36). 

Book covers, like magazine covers, soon began to reflect the influence of the poster style. 
Again, a probable source for this innovation was the figural cloth covers of the British Yellow 
Book. A second source was the lithographed paper wrappers typical of contemporary French 
books. Many of these jackets were designed by Henri de Toulouse-Lautrec, Pierre Bonnard, 
and Theophile-Alexandre Steinlen. All were closely related to the artist's poster style; in a few 
cases, extra copies of the wrappers themselves were used as posters. 10 American paperbacks, 
unlike their more respectable clothbound counterparts, had never entirely abandoned figura- 
tive covers and were among the first books to adopt the poster style. Examples are Sloan's 
cover for The Lady and Her Tree (Vortex Co., 1895; Cat. 275) and Leyendecker s for One Fair 
Daughter (E. A. Weeks, 1895), both of which echo the poster designs for the books. Cheap 
sensational novels were typical of the paperbacks of the period, though most publishers 
regularly issued a line of paperback books for summer reading. 11 Many children's books were 
also issued with paper covers or paper-covered boards. 

Paper-covered boards were a compromise solution adopted by several publishers. Al- 
though these bindings were more fragile than cloth covers, they were much easier to produce. 
As early as 1894, Copeland and Day used paper-covered boards printed with a smaller version 
of the poster design for Songs from Vagabondia, a popular book of poetry by Bliss Carman and 
Richard Hovey. The design incorporated portraits of the two poets and the artist, Thomas 
Buford Meteyard. Bird's design for The Captured Cunarder (Cat. 8, colorplate 28), another 
Copeland and Day book (1896), was also used for both poster and book cover (Fig. 2). The 
fine detail of Bird s drawing would probably have been distorted or lost had it been printed 
on coarse-grained cloth. As it is, reproduced on both front and back covers in black and red 
on blue-gray paper, it is one of the most dramatic and effective designs of the period. The 
title appears only on the spine of the book. The added lettering on the poster may not be by 
Bird, since similar lettering appears on Sloan's poster for Cinder-Path Tales (Copeland and Day, 
1896; Cat. 278, colorplate 54) and many Copeland and Day posters by different artists share 
nearly identical lettering. 12 Other books with paper-covered boards include two with covers 
by the Impressionist painter J. H. Twachtman, W. V. Her Book and The Invisible Playmate, 
both written by William Canton and published by Stone and Kimball in 1896. A strong 
French influence is evident in the lithographed designs. In both cases Twachtman was respon- 
sible only for the cover designs. Francis Berkeley Smith's poster for W. V. Her Book was totally 
unrelated to Twachtmans cover, and there was no poster issued for The Invisible Playmate. 
Twachtman s only poster was for Harold Frederic's best-selling novel The Damnation ofTheron 
Ware (Cat. 282), which was issued in 1896 by Stone and Kimball in plain undecorated green 
cloth. 13 A French influence is also discernible in Peter S. Newell's cover for A Shadow Show 
(Century Co., 1896), which, like some French paper wrappers, also served as the poster for 
the book (Fig. 3). Such identity of book cover and poster was extremely rare in America. 

The poster style also had an impact on the decoration of clothbound books. One early 
and fairly unusual example is Meteyard's design for The Ebb Tide, by Robert Louis Stevenson 
and Lloyd Osborne (Stone and Kimball, 1894). Meteyard's stylized tropical-island landscape

was featured not only on the poster for the book but also on the green cloth cover and, 
exceptionally, on the paper jacket. Decorated jackets were still extremely rare at this date; 
The Ebb Tide is the only Stone and Kimball book known to have been issued with such a 
jacket. 14 Figurative, posterlike designs appeared on the cloth covers of a number of books 
published by Copeland and Day in the 1890s, although Scribner's and Houghton Mifflin 
continued throughout the period to favor the nonfigurative designs of Armstrong, Whitman, 
and their imitators. Even at the height of the poster movement, posterlike covers remained 
the exception rather than the rule. Stone and Kimball and Copeland and Day both issued 
many books with perfectly plain cloth covers (such as The Damnation of T heron Ware, cited 
above) or with simple, nonfigurative decorative designs. Only toward the end of the decade 
were figurative cover designs widely adopted both by some publishing firms and by the mass 
magazines. This development appears to have been inextricably related to the simultaneous 
decline of the poster. 

To understand the poster's rise and fall in popularity requires some knowledge of how 
book and magazine posters were distributed and collected, a phenomenon that has never been 
adequately studied. Most book and magazine posters were never intended to be posted at all, 
in the most literal sense. They were not displayed on the streets, randomly stuck to walls or 
billboards. Occasionally a book poster was designed as a streetcar ad — examples are Sloan's 
poster for The Lady and Her Tree and a poster by George Wharton Edwards for Funk and 
Wagnalls's Standard Dictionary — but contemporary commentary suggests that such use was 
rare and considered undignified. 15 Most of the familiar book and magazine posters of the 
nineties were originally intended for display at bookstores and newsstands. Although some, 
at least, were also intended as collectors' items, their primary function was always as adver- 
tisements to promote the sale of books and magazines. From the beginning, however, they 
seem to have been rather unsuccessful as advertising. Many book dealers simply did not know 
what to do with them: they were so large and soon so numerous that it was impossible to 
display them all. One early poster collector described finding a cache of American book and 
magazine posters in a midwestern bookshop about 1896: 

The little man who talked to me said yes, he had a few posters that he received occasion- 
ally from the American News Company in bundles with his papers and periodicals, and 
from eastern publishers. He had no use for them, but thinking them too pretty to throw 
away, he put them as they came into a large drawer under the counter. 16 

This group of eighty- three posters included the Century Napoleon posters, the first three Chap- 
Book posters, and all but two of Penfield's Harper's designs. Many canny booksellers never 
displayed publishers' posters at all, saving them in mint condition for favorite customers. 

Of course the publishers were not unaware that their posters were being collected; many 
of them were poster collectors themselves. Besides sending them to bookstores and news- 
stands, most publishers also sold their posters directly to individual collectors. Stone and 
Kimball advertised back posters for sale in The Chap-Book, and The Century issued a list with 
prices. Lamson, Wolffe, and Company, a Boston publisher, made a special sideline of "fine-art" 
book posters, produced in "a most artistic and expensive style." This line of fine-art posters 
included McManus's striking advertisement for The True Mother Goose (Cat. 127) and all of 
Ethel Reed's posters for the firm. Small posters, such as Trilby the Fairy of Argyle and The House 
of Trees, were priced at twenty-five cents. Large ones, such as Fairy Tales (Cat. 238), sold for 
one dollar. The large and showy poster for Behind the Arras (Cat. 236) was offered in two

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versions: an ordinary trade edition for fifty cents, and a limited edition on imported paper for 
one dollar. A special set of Reed posters, limited to fifty copies signed and numbered by the 
artist, was also offered for sale by the publisher. 17 Since signed and numbered limited editions 
were by no means the rule in 1896 even for fine prints, these Lamson, Wolffe posters were 
clearly regarded by their publishers as works of art, not just as advertisements. On the basis 
of their artistic and technical quality, such an opinion is not unjustified. Nevertheless, Fred- 
eric Thoreau Singleton complained in Poster Lore, a Kansas City journal devoted to poster 
collecting, that it was "un-American" for publishers to charge for their advertising matter. 18 
Though most publishers did just that, a few less pretentious posters continued to be offered 
free as come-ons to potential book and magazine buyers. A typical 1896 advertisement prom- 
ised subscribers 

A Bradley poster free. The Echo . . . will be sent three months for 50 cents, with a 
poster by Bradley, Nankivell or Sloan free. 19 

With the poster craze at its height, poster magazines proliferated and poster dealers 
sprang up in the cities. Posters quickly became big business, but still they were not very 
successful as advertisements. Highly sought after themselves, they did little to promote the 
sale of the books and magazines they were supposed to advertise. As early as 1896, Frederic 
Singleton commented: 

Because I have to. pay for my posters I cannot buy so many books. I purchase the poster 
now when once I would [have] purchase[d] the book and I do not think my publishers 
profit thereby. 20 

Looking back on the collecting craze from 1901, another writer recalled that 

Three or four years ago these posters would not have been up ten minutes before some 
steady customer would demand them [of the newsdealer]. They did not think of buying 
the magazine advertised; they only wanted the poster. 21

Because collectors of the 1890s were more interested in acquiring posters than in buying 
books, the movement was doomed from the beginning. As soon as it became clear that poster 
collectors were not necessarily book buyers, the publishers' interest in posters as advertising 
began to flag. Significantly, this was also the moment when posterlike designs began to appear 
in great numbers on book covers and jackets, and on the covers of mass magazines. 

The advertising value of eye-catching book and magazine covers has long been recog- 
nized. An early historian of the poster movement, Charles Matlack Price, described how "a 
bookshop has often attracted one across the street by reason of the strength of design in certain 
bookcovers." He went on to argue that "since many magazines present covers of considerable 
surface area, and since these are hung conspicuously on newsstands with a view to attracting 
attention, they differ in no essential features from posters proper." 22 In his book Poster Design, 
Price drew no distinction between the posters of the 1890s and the magazine covers of the 
early 1900s, treating both as aspects of the same phenomenon. Many of the artists who had 
designed posters in the nineties went on to successful careers as cover designers after 1900. 
Penfield, Bradley, and Leyendecker designed covers for Collier's (Fig. 4), Judge, Metropolitan 
Magazine, and The Saturday Evening Post. Parrish designed covers for numerous Harper pub- 
lications, including Harper's Weekly and Harper's Young People, as well as for Collier's and 
other magazines. Parrish always referred to his advertising designs as 4 posters" no matter if 
they were reproduced as magazine covers, window cards, or twenty-four-sheet billboard 
advertisements. 23 

Although this shift from poster design to magazine covers and other forms of advertising 
is sometimes considered the artist s deliberate choice, the real initiative clearly lay with the 
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publishers. If the eye-catching design was on the cover itself rather than on a separate poster, 
the customer who wished to acquire the design would be obliged to buy the magazine. Many 
early magazine covers are stylistically so close to posters that it is sometimes difficult to tell 
poster from cover in a small reproduction. Posterlike book covers also became much more 
common in the last years of the 1890s. Although the series of brightly colored figurative 
covers designed by Amy Sacker for L. C. Page and Company beginning about 1897 were 
clearly influenced by the poster style, few, if any, of her designs were ever reproduced as 
posters. 24 Likewise, the cover designs of the New York firm known as the Decorative Design- 
ers reflect the impact of the poster style without being directly related to any actual posters. 25 
Although such covers suggest a new design direction about 1900, parallel to contemporary 
developments in magazine cover design, the days of the decorated binding were numbered. 
The printed book jacket was soon to display much greater advertising potential than the cloth 
book cover. One of the earliest posterlike book jackets was based on a dramatic design by 
Leyendecker. It protected the decorated covers of Ionia by Alexander Craig (Fig. 5), published 
in 1898 by the E. A. Weeks Company, the same Chicago publisher for whom Leyendecker 
had designed his first poster three years earlier. The front cover shows a woman in classical 
garb reading before a Greek temple, juxtaposed against a resolute workingman and a despair- 
ing woman in an industrial landscape on the back. The black-and-white reproduction on the 
jacket is even more effective than the full-color cloth cover. 

Paper book jackets were also an ideal surface for printed advertisements. The practice of 
advertising other titles on the flaps of a book jacket began in the 1890s; the use of brief 
quotations from reviews and of specially written blurbs became increasingly prevalent around 
the turn of the century. Gelett Burgess's 1906 satire of a blurb on the jacket of Are You a 
Bromide? ("YES, this is a 'BLURB!' All the Other Publishers commit them. Why Shouldn't 
We?") suggests that the practice was well established by this time. 26 Neither poster nor 
printed cover could adequately perform this function, and the fact that advertisements are 
still printed on book jackets is surely a measure of their success. Printed and decorated jackets

became increasingly common after 1900; by 19 10 they were practically universal, replacing 
decorated bindings in all but a few cases. 

Magazine covers, book covers, and ultimately jackets were evolving rapidly at the turn 
of the century. At the same time, the artistic poster was beginning to decline. Copeland and 
Day, and Lamson, Wolffe and Company, small publishers who made a specialty of artistic 
posters, both went out of business in 1899. Stone and Kimball dissolved their partnership in 
1897. The larger publishing companies continued to issue some book and magazine posters 
after 1900, but these were slicker, more commercial productions and were not collected as 
obsessively as the posters of the nineties. The tensions between art and advertising that per- 
sisted throughout the 1 890s seemed finally resolved in favor of advertising. Poster artists and 
decorative designers began to evolve into modern commercial artists as advertising prolifer- 
ated. Color printing, at first reserved for posters and cover designs, began to appear in mag- 
azines both for illustrations and for full-page advertisements, opening a new field not only for 
designers but also for the manufacturers who had been slow to adopt the new poster styles in 
the nineties. While the most typical advertisements of the 1890s are the book and magazine 
posters of Bradley and Penfield, after 1900 ads for manufacturers' products play an increas- 
ingly prominent role. The most memorable ads of the opening years of the new century would 
include Parrishs designs for Fisk tires and Leyendecker s for Arrow shirts. Advertisements for 
such products, including posters, were mass produced on a scale previously undreamed of. 
The early twentieth century would also see the development of the travel poster, the enter- 
tainment poster, and, in 19 17— 18, the war poster. Although book and magazine posters were 
not entirely unknown after 1900, they would never again assume the leading role that they 
had played in the 1890s.

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In November 1890, the first exhibition of French posters to be held in the United 
States took place in New York at the Grolier Club, founded in 1884 for collectors of 
rare books and prints, and by 1890 located at 29 East 32nd Street. The exhibition 
presented a fascinating new visual experience for Americans and as its catalogue preface 
suggests offered a new field of collecting: 

The illustrated artistic poster (affiche) is, relatively, a new-comer in the domain of the 
collector. 

It belongs to what may be called ephemeral or fugitive art, and, but for the collec- 
tor, would only for a short time decorate our streets and avenues, and then disappear 
forever. That it has at last conquered its right to stay, is shown by the fact that there 
have been within the last two years two successful exhibitions; one in Paris and another 
in Nantes, exclusively of illustrated posters. This collection is not as large as either the 
Paris or Nantes exhibit, but it contains many of the best specimens of each, and a few 
samples of the art in this country. 

The modern illustrated poster first appeared about 1830, and artists such as 
Raflet [sic], Grandville, Daumier and others contributed largely to its artis- 
tic success. Since then, the progress has been marvelous, and, to-day, the works of 
Cheret, Grasset, Levy, Choubrac, etc., are, many of them, masterpieces of high 
artistic merit and taste. 1 

Only six years earlier, in 1884, the first poster exhibition actually occurred in Paris, on 
the Right Bank at the Palais Vivienne. Of greater consequence, however, were the two major 
shows at Paris and Nantes, the first in 1889 at the Paris Universal Exposition, the second at 
the Galerie Preaubert. Photographs of the Nantes show (Figs. 1,2) suggest the contents of 
the 1889 Paris exhibition and that at the Grolier Club; they also reveal the very practical 
clothespin system of displaying the posters border to border. Essentially the exhibitions 
summed up an era of poster art in which Jules Cheret was the dominant figure. 

The year after the Grolier Club show, 1891, the work of Pierre Bonnard and Henri de 
Toulouse-Lautrec appeared, as well as a new stylistic rapture with posters of the past half- 



century. The decade of the nineties is particularly significant for the influence French posters 
exerted on American graphic artists, as well as for the degree of respectability that poster art 
assumed among the young avant-garde, who saw it as a means of self-expression. 

By 1890, Jules Cheret had already been creating color lithographic posters for more than 
twenty years. He was universally recognized as the master of the medium for his ability to 
combine craftsmanship and artistry in invention of printing techniques and in design. In 
1869, three years after establishing his lithographic shop in Paris, Cheret invented an in- 
expensive means of printing posters with several colors (Fig. 3). Henri Beraldi described this 
system in 1886: 

In principle, the posters of Cheret are made by three superimposed impressions. One, 
in black, establishes the drawing, strongly indicated and skillfully composed in order to 
receive in certain places the energetic red coloration, which is the most violent color to 
attract the eye. Another impression gives this "red touch." The third harmonizes the 
brutal note of the red by means of a gradated background [fond gradue]: the cool tones,

blues or greens, placed at the top half of the poster; the warm tones, yellow or orange, 
placed at the bottom. 

The gradated background was already employed for drawing-papers; but it is 
Cheret, I believe, who first had the idea of applying it to posters. This triple impression 
became the normal, classic process for Cheret 's posters. In exceptional cases, he added a 
fourth impression for yellow. Even sometimes, but very rarely, a fifth. 2 

The application of a fond gradue allowed Cheret to integrate color dramatically within his 
poster image and thus to go far beyond the limited effects obtained by the two- or three-color 
lithographic posters produced up to that time. 

The year before Cheret invented the fond gradue y Edouard Manet created Cats' Rendezvous 
(Fig. 4), a black-and-white lithograph used for the poster advertising Champfleury's book Les 
Chats. 3 Manet did not conceive the image as fully integrated with the text of the poster. It is 
instead an independent lithograph pasted onto a large sheet of violet paper on which the 
words had been typographically printed beforehand. The combination of black type and violet 
paper is startling, and it is made even more impressive by Manet's dynamic composition. The 
unmodeled, silhouetted black and white cats, with their serpentine tails, and the boldly 
and simply drawn smokestacks impart a strong decorative quality that parallels the two- 
dimensionality of the solid lettering. 

An emphasis on the decorative and the two-dimensional is especially important in the 
art of the 1890s. It is significant, yet not unexpected, that we find its genesis in the late 
1860s, with Cats' Rendezvous, the only poster by Manet. He, like the next generation of

artists — Lautrec, Bonnard, and others — explored a variety of new aesthetic concepts. Indeed, 
Manet s emphasis on depicting aspects of modern life in a direct painterly fashion made him 
a precursor of and a hero to the young avant-garde of the nineties. However, more than twenty 
years elapsed between Manet's poster and the accomplishments of the end of the century. 
Cheret's activities during the interim prepared the way technically and in many ways aesthet- 
ically for the next generation to build upon the accomplishments of Manet. 

There is no documented evidence of Cheret's contact with Manet, but Cheret must have 
known the highly publicized cat poster as well as Manet's paintings. In 1876, Cheret created 
his own version of two cats on a roof for the poster Duo des Chats, 4 strongly reminiscent of 
Manet's composition, though less decorative. The same year that Manet created his only color 
lithograph, he Polichinelle of 1874, Cheret, the master of color lithography, produced a large 
poster advertising a masked ball at the dance hall Frascati (Fig. 5). The foreground of Cheret's 
deep perspective of the hall contains a figure dressed as a polichinelle. While this character is 
often associated with costume balls, it is striking that the two artists created the same subject, 
in the same medium, at the same time. In Masked Ball at the Opera, painted toward the end 
of 1873 and the beginning of 1874, Manet again included the figure of a polichinelle. 

This shared content in the work of Manet and Cheret implies that Cheret actively re- 
sponded to contemporary tendencies, and not only to art of the past, especially the eigh- 
teenth-century Rococo to which his work is often compared. In his later career Cheret often 
associated closely with younger, more radical colleagues in exhibitions, print publications, 
and mural decorations.

During the seventies and early eighties, the fond gradue color system continued to play 
an important part in Cheret's work. Yet, as in the Frascaci poster, Cheret also explored rich 
multiple color schemes, eliminating the fond gradue in favor of a more painterly effect. While 
creating complicated designs using traditional perspective systems and modeling, he pro- 
duced a number of simplified compositions, such as Les Girard of 1877 (Fig. 6). In this, 
Cheret's most successful attempt at combining image and text, the background is neutralized 
and the bodies of the dancers rhythmically intertwine with the words. In the tradition of 
Manet's Cats, Les Girard is a powerful precursor of the decorative concerns of Art Nouveau. 
By 1884, Cheret had probably created nearly a thousand poster designs, advertising for a 
great variety of clients. 5 By the end of the decade these included operas, theaters, cafes- 
concerts, dance halls, circuses, novels, journals, art exhibitions, department stores, and a 
multitude of personal commodities. 

An early trademark of Cheret's designs was the "Cheret woman" — a beautiful, dreamy, 
flimsily clad, floating female. Though modest in comparison to the figures on turn-of-the- 
century posters by Cheret and others, she proved that sexually appealing images were an 
effective means of selling almost any product. In the nineties, as posters became more daring, 
it was perfectly acceptable to depict a bare-breasted woman if she served as an allegorical 
figure, such as the muse of art in Mucha's Salon des Cent of 1896 (Fig. 7). However, when in 
1899 Steinlen portrayed a contemporary woman similarly exposed, in a poster advertising a 
novel on white slavery, it was censored and he was required to redo the design by covering 
her with a chemise.

By 1890, the time of his first one-man exhibition, Cheret had mastered all the technical 
possibilities of color lithography that would be available to himself and his followers until 
1900. Especially important to Cheret for the creation of an atmospheric effect was crachis, a 
spattered-ink technique, used in combination with lithographic crayon or with the flat appli- 
cation of tusche (lithographic ink). His palette varied from three colors to more than six, and 
he utilized both larger formats for posters like La Terre, 1889 (97 by 34 in.), and more 
standard sizes, 49 by 33 inches (the double colombier) or 2 3 14 by 31 inches (the colombier). 
Often, reduced lithographic versions of his posters were made for interior display or as a 
supplement to such journals as the Courrier franqats. In 1891, Cheret created four decorative 
color lithographic panels, "les estampes murales": La Pantomime, La Musique, La Dame, and 
La Comedie. 6 These panels, as large as posters but void of lettering, were meant to be framed 
and hung indoors. Cheret s large nonposter color lithographs are the predecessors of an entire 
genre of printmaking developed in the 1890s, sometimes called "panneaux decoratifs" or 
"estampes decoratives." They essentially supplied large colorful works of art to the public at 
a cost lower than that of paintings. Artists including Steinlen, Mucha, Riviere, and Bonnard 
were commissioned to design these murals by several publishers — Charles and Eugene Ver- 
neau, Champenois, and Molines among them. 

As early as 1818, Aloys Senefelder, the inventor of lithography, experimented with 
printing on zinc plates in place of the usual Bavarian limestone; however, zinc as a practical 
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surface for planographic printing was not perfected until 1874. Because of its lightness, 
pliability, and relatively low cost, zinc quickly replaced the litho stone in many commercial 
shops. Cheret's firm, nevertheless, apparently preferred stone to zinc. 

In 1850, Firmin Gillot invented a process, called gillotage,, that allowed lithographic 
and intaglio (etching) images to be transferred onto a zinc plate and placed in relief in order 
to be printed from a typographical press (letterpress). 7 Prior to gillotage, books or journals 
illustrated with lithographs or etchings were by necessity involved in two printing processes: 
one for the image; and a second, relief system of printing — letterpress — for the text. Gillo- 
tage allowed a far more economical combination of processes, so that image and text could be 
printed simultaneously on the letterpress. 

By 1875, Charles Gillot, Firmin s son, converted his father's invention to photography, 
permitting a photographic negative of a line drawing to be exposed to light over a photo- 
sensitized zinc plate. The exposed areas of the photo emulsion paralleled the drawing, then 
were hardened and made acid-resistant by the light. The unexposed areas washed away, and 
the entire plate was placed into an acid bath. The action of the acid etched the bare zinc, 
leaving the protected line drawing in relief, ready for printing from a letterpress. This new 
photorelief printing process was soon adapted to and revolutionized the production of illus- 
trated books and journals. Although photo color separation was not yet commercially pos- 
sible, by using the initial photorelief plate of the drawing as a guide, craftsmen could produce

additional relief color plates nonphotomechanically, in order to create a multicolor image. By 
the end of the 1880s, Steinlen and Grasset had created posters with this new process (Fig. 8). 
During the nineties, concurrently with their work in color lithography, it became common 
practice for French and American artists, without compromising their art, to create poster 
designs that would be printed from photorelief plates. 

Poster mania was already in full swing in France by the time of the 1889 Paris Universal 
Exposition, although posters were a new interest in 1890 in the United States. Gustave 
Fustier's 1884 article "La Litterature murale," and two books of 1886, Ernest Maindrons Les 
Affiches illustrees and Beraldi's Les Graveurs du XIX Steele, evaluated, categorized, and cata- 
logued the posters by Cheret and several of his colleagues. 8 The print and rare-book dealer 
Edmond Sagot had by 1886 begun to sell posters to the public, specializing in Cheret to such 
a degree that in 1890 he was publishing limited editions of the artists works on special paper 
for connoisseurs. 

In 1 88 1, a new Freedom of the Press law offered greater toleration to posters in regard 
to censorship. The law restricted the locations where posters could be placed, but also pro- 
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tected them from avid collectors by fining individuals who peeled posters off the walls. By 
the end of the decade, as the quantity of posters and collectors rapidly increased, these two 
aspects of the law were no longer respected to any great degree by the "afficheurs" or by 
collectors. 

Other notable artists creating posters prior to the nineties included Leon and Alfred 
Choubrac, Adolphe Willette, and Eugene Grasset. But there is little work of distinction by 
artists other than Cheret. Rather, in contrast to the colorful and often evocative posters by 
Cheret and a few others, the 1870s and 1880s saw an abundant category of posters, mostly 
in black-and-white lithography, stylistically akin to academic painting of the period and in 
content appealing to the taste of the bourgeoisie for melodrama and sentimentality. Cheret's 
accomplishments and his contributions to poster art of the 1890s are all the more outstanding 
when weighed against the quantity of these minor productions. 

As the photographs of the Nantes exhibition generally attest, many of the posters of the 
1880s, including some by Cheret, are visually complicated by too many words and by an 
anecdotal quality. Most superimpose text awkwardly on a realistically depicted scene or on a 
group of realistic vignettes. Very rarely was this successful, and few posters reached the sim- 
plicity and unity of Choubrac 's Robert Macaire, Grasset's Librairie romantique, Cheret's La Terre,

or Willette's Nouveau Cirque. The accommodation of the poster image to the two-dimensional 
text was the essential issue facing poster artists at the beginning of the 1890s. Cheret had 
struggled with the problem for years; while he came close to success with Les Girards, his 
tastes and times precluded decorative extremes and abstractions. 

The great achievement of the artists of the 1890s was to evolve not one but several 
formulas of poster art that successfully merged the decorative, symbolist, and realist tenden- 
cies of the decade. The breakthrough came in 1891 with France-Champagne by Bonnard (Fig. 
9) and with Moulin Rouge, La Goulue by Lautrec (Fig. 10). The two posters differ widely in 
mood and content yet adhere to the same essential design principle: all compositional ele- 
ments emphasize the two-dimensionality of the picture. If one compares these works to Che- 
ret s 1889 poster for the Moulin Rouge (Fig. 11), the innovations of Bonnard and Lautrec 
may be better understood. 

In Cheret s four-color poster, colors overlap to create modeling and shadowing that sug- 
gest solid figures based on academic methods, as with the haunches of the donkey in the 
foreground and with the women's dresses. The figures are placed within a three-dimensional, 
illusionistic environment reemphasized by the letters at the top, placed in relief by the blue 
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shadows behind them. Although Bonnard's poster borrows Cheret's familiar young woman in 
a low-cut dress, and thus superficially takes on the gaiety and frivolity of Cheret's work, the 
two posters are otherwise worlds apart. France-Champagne simply incorporates three colors: 
yellow, black, and red, which creates orange when laid over the yellow. Most importantly, 
the white of the paper functions in its compositional role as boldly as the three blending 
pigments. All modeling and shadowing are eliminated from Bonnard's poster; except for the 
slight suggestion of the woman's cleavage, there is no traditional hint of three dimensions. 
The background is neutral; decorative black contours play over it, interlocking the planes of 
color and emphasizing its two-dimensionality. The zigzag contours of the woman's left hand 
mimic the decorative flutter of her hair and shoulder strap, while the calligraphic contours of 
her boneless body rhythmically repeat the letters in the bold two-word title of the poster. The 
white of the paper serves as the champagne bubbling from the glass, while linear shapes, 
abbreviated like Bonnard's simple monogram at the top right, suggest a mouth, a glass, a 
hand, and so forth. Bonnard's lyrical design unifies text and subject on the frontal plane and 
evokes an intoxicating euphoria.

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Lautrec's Moulin Rouge, La Goulue uses the three primary colors, red, blue, and yellow, 
plus black, and also emphasizes the two-dimensional design by eliminating modeling and 
shadow. The floor lines — tilted up rather than receding — the bold contours, and the inter- 
locking flat areas of color continually reassert the supremacy of a frontal plane upon which 
words, performers, spectators, and lights are parallel. Unlike Cherets exuberant fairyland 
rendition of look-alike young women riding donkeys in the Moulin Rouge garden, Lautrec 
depicted two individuals, La Goulue and her partner Valentin le Dessose, performing inside 
the dance hall illuminated by electric lights and surrounded by spectators, some of whom are 
also identifiable. The vigor, intensity, and decadence characteristic of late-night performances 
at the Moulin Rouge are implied in Lautrec's poster. 

The muscular contortions of Valentin le Dessose ("the boneless one") are contrasted to 
the high-kicking steps of the chahut, or cancan, performed by La Goulue. It is a taut dance of 
individuals who appear each to be in a solitary stylized performance, but whose distinct facial 
profiles are connected by a line drawn by La Goulues arm and leg. There is strong psycholog- 
ical and sexual tension between the two as La Goulue unabashedly entices her partner and us 
with her dress pulled up and her legs spread apart. Valentin's hand, silhouetted against her 
white undergarments, seemingly waves her on, while the large globes of yellow light empha- 
size the heat of their encounter. The silhouetted spectators are voyeurs of this vulgar, erotic 
dance. The poster reflects an implicit and explicit sexuality for which La Goulue and her 
dance were well noted. 9 

With the work of Bonnard and Lautrec, the poster became a powerful art of suggestion. 
It titillates the senses so that the viewer imagines the effects of a drink, the thrill and intensity 
of a dance hall, or the ecstasy derived from a performer. The compositional devices and the 
abstract simplicity of these first works were exaggerated further by Bonnard and Lautrec (Fig. 
12) and within the next year were to inspire the first posters of Maurice Denis (Fig. 13) and 
Henri-Gabriel Ibels. The real importance, however, of Bonnard's and Lautrec's early works is 
that they revealed to many artists the great potential for poster design of the decorative 
qualities of line, shape, and color. These two-dimensional elements were exploited through- 
out the decade in unique styles by the great masters of the medium: Grasset, Mucha, Cap- 
piello, and countless other Europeans and Americans who often went to great extremes of 
abstraction. 

However far the abstraction was to go, the pictorial content of the posters was always 
recognizable. After all, the function of a poster is to advertise, and while the poster medium 
allowed artists to produce some of the most artistically daring work of the period, its intrinsic 
function precluded pure abstraction. It is therefore not surprising that, concurrent with rad- 
ical decorative poster designs, some artists chose to maintain a more naturalistic style by 
effectively combining decorative elements with naturalism. Steinlen epitomizes this school. 
His La Km of 1896 (Fig. 14) realistically depicts men, women, and children from a variety 
of social strata, walking along the street but narrowly confined in a friezelike arrangement. 
Each person is a portrait of a particular Parisian type — the laundress, nursemaid, laborer, 
businessman, bourgeois wife, and so on. The poster, indeed, is an inventory of the Parisians 
whom Steinlen depicted over and over in his prints and illustrations for journals and books. 
The work does not advertise a product but, rather, the services of Charles Verneau, a publisher 
and printer of posters. Therefore, the poster demonstrates all the firm's technical skills and 
qualities, including color, lettering, and a tour-de-force size. The immense poster, 92 5 /s by 
i20 5 /s inches, was printed in sections on six pieces of paper, three vertical and three horizon- 
tal, which were then pasted together. It is a virtuoso accomplishment of design, color regis- 



tration, and printing. La Rue is a lifesize paper "fresco" meant to be displayed on the street, 
creating somewhat of a trompe-l'oeil effect. The lettering successfully merges with the real- 
istic scene by appearing on a placard on the very wall that the pedestrians nonchalantly pass. 
In addition, the decorative qualities of the lettering are subtly echoed in the sway of the 
women's dresses and in their spit curls and elaborate bonnets. 

Cazals's poster advertising the seventh exhibition of the Salon des Cent (Fig. 15), spon- 
sored by the journal La Plume, also places part of its text on the wall of a realistic exhibition 
hall, with the letter M S" in the word "Salon" decoratively replaced by a swan. Words become 
a natural part of the interior setting and function as the sign entitling the exhibition. As in 
La Rue, this kind of pictorial trick was a convenient system of integrating text and image. It 
allowed realistic depictions to appear on attractive posters without the design clash that early 
poster artists encountered. 

Cazals s Salon des Cent also illustrates the tendency of some French artists at the end of 
the century to make personal puns within their works and to include depictions of friends and 
colleagues. 10 This is particularly true of Lautrec, who recorded in his posters a world reflecting 
his own social milieu. Among the silhouetted figures in La Goulue are his cousin Gabriel Tapie 
de Celeyran (far left), Jane Avril (third from left), and William Tom Warrener (fifth from 
left). In Lautrec s poster for the Divan Japonais cabaret, the two spectators viewing a stage 
performance of Yvette Guilbert are the dancer Jane Avril and the poet and art critic Edouard 
Dujardin. Cazals s poster depicts his two friends, the poets Paul Verlaine and Jean Moreas, 
inspecting the works in the fourth exhibition of the Salon des Cent, in August 1894. Verlaine, 
in the foreground, admires a portrait of himself by Cazals. 

Posters of the period also expressed artistic and political ideology. Carloz Schwabes 
poster for the 1892 Salon de la Rose + Croix not only announces the exhibition but pictorially 
expostulates the pseudoreligious symbolist philosophy of the group. 11 Steinlen's 1899 poster 
for the journal Le Petit Sou dramatically and symbolically states the socialist view that the 
oppressors of the working class and of liberty are the capitalists, the church, and the military. 
Both works go far beyond functioning as mere placards of information, endeavoring to artfully 
reveal universal truths to a large public via a new visual vocabulary and a revitalized expressive 
medium, the poster. 

The 1 890s were the golden age of French and American posters; however, the achieve- 
ments of the United States artists could not have existed without those of the French. Clearly, 
French posters offered a great variety of subjects and aesthetics with an extraordinary amount 
of serendipitous information about the artists' world in particular and French society in gen- 
eral. These qualities defiantly belie the term "ephemera" that is even today inappropriately 
applied to the great art of posters.

UST after the publication of his abbreviated catalogue of American posters in 1895, 
Wilbur Cherrier Whitehead wrote to Frederic Thoreau Singleton, editor of Poster Lore: 

I have not felt that I cared to undertake to compile a list of all the posters that have been 
put out. I thought it would do to catalogue my collection, which I verily believe is as 
complete, if not more so, than any other collection of American posters in existence. I 
have about 1500 American posters; of the 1500 there is quite a number, say one or two 
hundred, that I hardly think I will catalogue; quite a number more will be dismissed 
with a mention. The balance will be catalogued and described. . . . [Poster Lore 2.1 
(September 1896), pp. 30, 31} 

Whitehead s plans for a complete catalogue of posters by American artists of the 1890s never 
came to fruition. His comments raise two issues — first, the need for a serious catalogue even 
during that decade of creation; and second, the number of posters actually designed and 
produced at the time. 

The only legacy of Whiteheads project is his brief catalogue. Almost eighty years later, 
in 1973, the first scholarly catalogue of American posters of the 1890s appeared. The first 
volume of a three-volume survey of early posters (mainly 1870-1910) bore the series title Das 
fruhe Plakat in Europa und den USA (dfp). The volume was devoted to the posters of Britain 
and the United States. The compilers relied on the holdings of a consortium of German 
museums and libraries, and their work remains a major reference. American Art Posters up- 
grades and enhances the information in dfp using the holdings of The Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, now so greatly enriched by the generosity of Leonard A. Lauder. The Metropolitan 
Museum by no means owns all the posters described in the earlier catalogue, but its collection 
includes others not found in the German institutions. 

This raises Whitehead's second point: over fifteen hundred American posters were pro- 
duced during that decade. Where are they now? Needless to say, many may lie forgotten in 
the recesses of libraries and museums across the country. Others may be recorded only by a 
reference in a contemporary exhibition catalogue. During the course of my research, I began 
taking extensive notes on 1890s posters in other public collections, and those named in 
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contemporary literature and in catalogues of poster exhibits in America. These notes are by 
no means complete, but already there are indications for close to nine hundred different poster 
titles. And there are many more public collections to be seen. It is my wish that this catalogue 
will encourage a greater appreciation of this part of our American cultural history, as well as 
other cataloguing efforts. Maybe, in the near future, Whitehead's dream of a thorough cata- 
logue of American art posters of the 1890s will become a reality. 

Artists used signatures, initials, monograms, and logos to sign their posters. How the 
artist signed his or her work is noted in the catalogue list following, with an indication of the 
position on the poster. In two cases, unsigned posters are attributed on the basis of other 
information found on the poster. Two posters in the collection are listed as anonymous. Both 
were shown in the 1896 exhibition at the Pennsylvania Academy of the Fine Arts and listed 
in the accompanying catalogue under "Anonymous"; one has a monogram that has defied 
deciphering. 

Texts are given as found on the posters. Capitalized words are presented as such. Slashes 
indicate the end of a line on the original. Listings of contents have been abbreviated. 

Dates have been derived by a variety of means: as printed on the poster either in the text 
or in a copyright line; from contemporary notations added by public and private collectors; 
from descriptions found in contemporary exhibition catalogues, articles, and other publica- 
tions; and from bibliographical data found in the National Union Catalogue. 

The last quarter of the nineteenth century witnessed many changes in the methods of 
reproducing images. These changes corresponded to the technical advancements in the world 
of printing itself. The pages of new publications, such as The Inland Printer, were filled with 
descriptions of new inventions, modifications, and other developments in the industry. In 
1892, the print department of the Museum of Fine Arts, Boston, sponsored an exhibition 
"illustrating the technical methods of the reproductive arts from the XV century to the pres- 
ent time, with special reference to the photo-mechanical processes." The catalogue of this 
show is not illustrated, and it is difficult to distinguish between one inventors process and 
another's. Most poster catalogues have avoided this issue simply by not referring to the print- 
ing process used. The compilers of dfp went into some detail on technique, noting if a poster 
was produced by lithography with a stone or a zinc plate; whether it was a photoengraving or 
a photolithograph; whether letterpress was used or not; and so on. The question of technique 
is a source of much disagreement. First, the Babel of information in the 1892 Boston cata- 
logue has not been sorted out. Second, differences in ink viscosity can cause one process to 
resemble another superficially. Third, many posters use multiple techniques, as yet uniden- 
tified. Clear answers are not always available. For this reason, I have simplified the description 
of technique in most instances to "commercial relief process" or "commercial lithography." 

Previous catalogues and books on American posters have simply noted that a poster was 
printed in color. If the authors described the color, they tended to list the colors as seen and 
not those of the inks used in printing. The cataloguers for dfp used an elaborate system of 
color description that sometimes noted the colors of the finished product and sometimes the 
colors of the printing inks. Color is subjective: what is vermilion to one viewer may be orange 
to another. In the present catalogue, the colors noted have been simplified to basic descrip- 
tions of those inks used to print the poster and listed in the probable order of printing. For 
some posters, especially those printed by Louis Prang and Company, nine or more inks were 
used. Even after lengthy and thorough examination, there may be future disagreement over 
the number of ink colors and the order of their use. 



Measurements are given with height followed by width, inches followed by centimeters. 
When the image does not extend to the edge of the sheet of paper, the image dimensions are 
listed first. Sheet size is that of the poster impression illustrated. 

The names of publishers frequently appear in the text of the poster itself — noted here as 
"Published by." On some posters the date of copyright appears with the publisher's name. In 
such cases, it is noted as printed with an indication of location on the poster. Not all book 
posters have the publishers name as part of the text; in such cases, this information comes 
from the National Union Catalogue. If the name of the printer appears on the poster, it is also 
noted as printed, with an indication of location. 

The catalogues issued during some of the poster exhibitions of the 1890s have proved to 
be most useful for identifying artists, ascribing dates, and determining an approximate order 
of appearance for posters by a given artist within a particular year. If a poster appears in Das 
friihe Plakat, the dfp number is listed first; other references follow in the order of issue, dfp 
notes the appearance of a given image in contemporary poster literature. If a catalogue rai- 
sonne or any contemporary listing of an artist's work exists, a reference appears in proper 
sequence. Abbreviations are as follows:

called "The Twins." A critic in The 
American Printer of December 1894 
(see Wong 1) pointed out some of 
its difficulties: 

... the very funniest thing out is the 
"Chap-Book" poster. No mortal man 
can possibly tell without deliberately 
investigating, what it means or what it 
represents. Ten feet away one would be 
willing to make an oath that it was a 
very, very red turkey gobbler very 
poorly represented. On closer 
inspection it seems to have been 
intended for two human beings, one at 
least being in a red gown very short at 
both ends. The remaining 
characteristics are very lightly 
outlined, hence the turkey gobbler 
aspect when seen a few feet away.

Edwin Austin Abbey 

1852— 191 1 

Abbey s only poster advertised the publication of a group of 
drawings related to the large mural series "The Quest of the 
Holy Grail," installed in 1895 in the newly erected Boston 
Public Library. He was employed in the art department of 
Harper and Brothers, New York. After 1878, he lived in 
England, painting and drawing Shakespearean subjects, 
scenes from earlier British history, and subjects inspired by 
seventeenth- and eighteenth-century English literature. He 
was one of the most popular illustrators of the day, and 
there was a constant flow of commissions for pen-and-ink 
drawings from American publishers. See Edwin Austin Ab- 
bey ( 1852— 191 1 ) (New Haven: Yale University Art Gallery, 

1974)- 



W. S. Vanderbilt Allen 

Dates unknown 

Only one poster by Allen is known, made for Harper's 
Weekly. Allen was probably an illustrator employed by Har- 
per and Brothers. 



Barnes 

Dates unknown 

Barnes designed at least three posters in 1895 for the mag- 
azine To Date and may have been employed in its art de- 
partment. Barnes may be an illustrator active in Boston, 
Hiram Putnam Barnes (born 1857), but nothing at present 
substantiates this identification. , 



Elisha Brown Bird 

1 867-1 943 

Bird chose not to practice architecture after his graduation 
from the Massachusetts Institute of Technology; instead, he 
pursued a career as a commercial designer of advertise- 
ments, book plates, and menu covers, as well as book cov- 
ers, initials, and posters for many New York and Boston 



publishers. He designed at least sixteen posters between 
1895 and 1897, one of the earliest for the 1895 poster ex- 
hibition sponsored by the Massachusetts Charitable Me- 
chanic Association (Cat. 6). There is nothing tentative in 
the design of his posters, since Bird understood their pur- 
pose — whether for such literary magazines as The Red Letter 
(Cat. 10) or The Chap-Book (Chicago), or for The Century. 
The March 1 896 Century poster was well received by Amer- 
ican and European critics (Cat. 7). Bird fully espoused the 
new printing technology and designed accordingly; he pre- 
ferred to have his work photomechanically reproduced to 
having it redrawn by staff technicians. See Nancy Finlay, 
Artists of the Book in Boston, 1890-19 10 (Cambridge, Mass.: 
Harvard College Library, 1985). 



Will H. Bradley 

1868-1962 

The beautifully refined line, the subtle curvilinear rhythms, 
and the careful balance of black and white areas characterize 
twelve cover designs that Bradley provided the editors of 
Chicago's Inland Printer in 1894. These covers were some of 
the earliest manifestations of Art Nouveau style in Ameri- 
can graphic design. Later, cover designs for this magazine 
of the printing industry were adapted for advertising post- 
ers. Bradley trained as a Wood engraver in the mid- 1880s 
and turned to pen-and-ink drawing when wood engraving 
became obsolete. His mature style, well suited for photo- 
mechanical reproduction, came to the notice of a new 
Chicago-based publishing firm, Stone and Kimball, dedi- 
cated to fine printing. In 1894, his first poster for their 
house organ, The Chap-Book, appeared to critical acclaim, 
and six others quickly followed. Along with Penfield's Har- 
pers posters, which had appeared the previous year, Brad- 
ley's work can be credited with the widespread populariza- 
tion of the poster in America by mid-decade. 

Bradley has often been called the American Aubrey 
Beardsley. Some critics have claimed that his style is deriv- 
ative, but more likely the two styles are cases of parallel 
development, achieving similar goals in graphic design. 
Bradley's work is not fraught with the immoral innuendos 
so much a part of Beardsley s work, and shows more influ- 
ence from the examples of William Morris and the English 
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Arts and Crafts movement. The finely tuned unity of 
graphic design, fine printing, and typography naturally ap- 
pealed to Bradley, who was involved with the printing in- 
dustry. Late in 1895, he returned to his native Massachu- 
setts and set up his own studio; there, in Springfield, he 
hoped to pursue the fine printing of books, pamphlets, 
commercial advertisements, and sales brochures. Even the 
name of the studio suggests the English model: The Way- 
side Press at the Sign of the Dandelion. 

To promote his ideals, Bradley began to publish his own 
magazine, Bradley: His Book, stressing design, the printing 
arts, and commercial advertising adhering to his models. 
Most of the posters issued in conjunction with this maga- 
zine, as well as other commissioned work during the 
Springfield years, showed a marked stylistic change toward 
design derived from the woodcut. Two of the Bradley: His 
Book posters were woodcuts (Cat. 30, 34); those for Victor 
bicycles (Cat. 24, 35) adapted the new style to other print- 
ing methods. Bradley's career as a poster artist waned with 
the close of the decade; he increasingly turned his attention 
to type design, commercial printing, and illustration. In 
the new century, he worked for American Type Founders, 
as art editor for Collier's, and provided illustrations for The 
Century, Metropolitan, and other magazines. See Roberta 
Waddell Wong, Will H. Bradley: American Artist and Crafts- 
man ( 1868— 1962) (New York: The Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, 1972); and Will H. Bradley, Will Bradley: His Chap 
Book (New York: The Typophiles, 1955). 

Claude Fayette Bragdon 

1866-1946 

Bragdon designed five posters — three for The Chap-Book 
and two for the Rochester Post Express. While the latter re- 
ceived critical attention for design, the Chap-Book posters 
displayed a keen understanding of Parisian prototypes, es- 
pecially the work of Steinlen. While pursuing architectural 
studies in Paris, he had collected contemporary posters by 
Cheret, Grasset, Lautrec, and Steinlen. On his return to the 
United States, he frequently lent his collection to exhibi- 
tions, including that to benefit Richmond's Old Dominion 
Hospital in 1896. His reminiscence of poster collecting in 
Paris was published in Poster Lore (1.1 {January 1896), pp. 
20-22), and he was frequently quoted on the subject of 
posters in the contemporary press. A professional architect, 
he also designed furniture and theater sets, and wrote sev- 
eral books on design. 



George Reiter Brill 

1 867-1 9 18 

After art studies in New York and Philadelphia, Brill pur- 
sued a career as an illustrator, providing designs for Harper's 
Young People, the humor magazines Judge and Life, and nu- 
merous books. In 1895 an d 1896, he provided designs for 
nearly one hundred posters for the Sunday editions of the 
Philadelphia Press, the Chicago Tribune, the Cleveland 
Leader, and the Topeka Daily Capital. All these posters were 
printed by the Philadelphia lithography firm H. I. Ireland. 
Presumably Brill was associated with this firm, perhaps on 
the art staff, during the mid-decade. His name was printed 
within the printers own logo on these posters. 



Frank Geiett Burgess 
1866-195 1 

Burgess was an author best known for his humorous verse, 
especially his poem "The Purple Cow." Much of his verse 
appeared in the humorous literary publication The Lark, 
begun by Burgess and Bruce Porter in 1895 as a counter- 
point to such small journals as The Chap-Book, which they 
considered pseudosophisticated. The Lark was published by 
the San Francisco bookseller William Doxey. Burgess also 
provided The Lark with numerous illustrations, drawn in a 
childlike style. According to a listing of its posters in the 
April 1896 Lark, he cut the block used to print Lundborgs 
first poster for the magazine (Cat. 117). 



William L. Carqueville 

1871-1946 

Carqueville learned lithography in the family firm of Shober 
and Carqueville, Chicago. This training stood him in good 
stead when the Philadelphia firm of J. B. Lippincott Com- 
pany commissioned a series of monthly magazine posters. 
Lippincott 's competition with the more famous Penfield se- 
ries for Harper's was obvious even then to critics; and today, 
his posters have been described as imitations of Penfield. 
Such criticism is unnecessary. If anything, Carqueville s 
posters of 1894-95 more directly acknowledge the achieve- 
ments of French contemporaries. He clearly understood 
commercial color printing and used this knowledge in his 
designs for Lippincott's . He also provided at least three post- 
ers, and probably a full complement of twelve, for the mag- 
azine International. He made stunning use of his printing 
knowledge in these bold two-color posters. In 1896, he 
went to Paris to pursue his art studies. On his return to 
America, he continued working as an illustrator in the Chi- 
cago area. 



Robert William Chambers 

1865— 1933 

Chambers was an illustrator who became a popular author 
of historical novels, romances, and horror stories. He pro- 
vided at least four poster designs for several publishers, in- 
cluding one for a book he wrote (Cat. 58). A design made 
for the firm of F. Tennyson Neely, New York and Chicago, 
was used for two different titles — The King in Yellow and 
Father Stafford. 



Howard Chandler Christy 

1873-1952 

Today, Christy is remembered as the artist of some of the 
best-known posters of World War I. His ideal female type, 
the Christy girl, used in his paintings and drawings, was as 
popular as the Gibson girl of the 1890s. Christy studied in 
New York and worked as an illustrator for such major peri- 
odicals as Harper's Weekly, Collier's, and Scribner's. His sev- 
eral posters for The Bookman, designed between 1896 and 
1899, are testimonials to his skill as a draftsman and as an 
illustrator 
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Charles Arthur Cox 

Dates unknown 

Cox provided at least ten highly imaginative posters for the 
cycling journal Bearings in 1895 an d 1896, an d another for 
Truth in 1896. 

Francis Day 

1863-? 

After study at the Art Students League, New York, and the 
Ecole des Beaux- Arts, Paris, Day worked for several New 
York publishers as an illustrator. He provided designs for 
several covers and for at least six posters for The Century 
Company publications, including St. Nicholas and The Cen- 
tury, from 1892 to 1894. He also designed five posters for 
Scribners in 1894 and 1895. 

DeYongh 

Dates unknown 

DeYongh is an enigma. Even the compilers of contempo- 
rary exhibition catalogues and the authors of poster books 
disagree on the spelling of the name. All but one of the 
known posters were for the New York Times Sunday editions. 
Will M. Clemens, editor of The Poster, praised DeYongh s 
striking posters, which used a mosaic scheme in the design 
{The Poster 1.2 [February 1896], p. 19). 



Lafayette Maynard Dixon 

1875-1946 

Dixon, from California, was largely self taught. In 1893, 
he began a long affiliation with the Overland Monthly of San 
Francisco as an illustrator. His work had a marked fidelity 
to western life, less romanticized than in the work of Rem- 
ington. In May 1895, the first of Dixon's Overland Monthly 
posters appeared, and they continued until at least April 
1896. In 1897, ne illustrated two books by Verner Z. Reed 
and designed the accompanying posters (Cat. 64, 65). In 
the next decade, he continued to provide illustrations for 
various California-based periodicals and newspapers, espe- 
cially Sunset of San Francisco, for which he also designed a 
number of posters. See Wesley M. Burnside, Maynard 
Dixon: Artist of the West (Provo, Utah: Brigham Young Uni- 
versity Press, 1974). 



Arthur Wesley Dow 

1857-1922 

For most modern art historians, Dow has been a footnote to 
the career of Georgia O'Keeffe, whom he taught. This is 
unfair to Dow, one of the most important painters and 
teachers at the turn of the century. Trained in France, he 
was a painter of conventional landscapes in a Barbizon style 
until 1 89 1. That year, a book of Hokusai's prints led him 
to Ernest Fenollosa, curator of Japanese art at Bostons Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts, from whom he gained a thorough under- 
standing of Japanese composition. His ability to combine 



the two traditions brought him critical acclaim and many 
students. 

Dow designed two of the most original and beautifully 
printed posters of the decade, triumphs of lithographic 
printing by Boston's Louis Prang and Company. The first, 
for Prang's Modern Art in 1895, reproduced all the nuances 
of cutting and color in Dow's original woodcut, Sundown, 
Ipswich River (Cat. 66). In 1896, he designed a second, 
much rarer poster for an exhibition of Japanese prints at a 
New York gallery. A third poster offered by Fenollosa s New 
York-based magazine, Lotos, was adapted from Dows de- 
sign for the magazine's cover. See Frederick C. Moffatt, Ar- 
thur Wesley Dow ( 1857-1922 ) (Washington, D.C. : National 
Collection of Fine Arts, 1977). 



Henry Brevoort Eddy 

1872-1935 

Eddy had no formal art training. After graduating from 
Harvard, where he was president of the Harvard Lampoon, 
he returned to New York and worked as an illustrator for 
several newspapers. In 1896, he noted that in the future 
the photographer would replace the illustrator, but "one 
picture by a real artist can tell all that a thousand feet of 
film can tell. Its succinctness gives it force and beauty." His 
first of many posters was created for the New York Ledger 
in 1895 ( see C at - 67). The writer Frank Knight noted that 
it was effective even though badly translated in color. As 
art editor for Chips, Eddy designed a series of posters that 
attracted considerable attention. See Frank R. Knight,

George Wharton Edwards 

1869-1950 

Edwards was a well-known illustrator and watercolorist 
who studied in Paris. At least twenty posters are credited 
to him, most of them for magazines and books published 
by The Century Company. His title-page designs have a 
classical elegance now associated with the turn of the cen- 
tury. A title page designed for G. P. Putnam's edition of 
Washington Irving's Tales of a Traveller was adapted for the 
store placard. Edwards exhibited his watercolors in various 
exhibitions; he designed the poster for the eighteenth an- 
nual exhibition of the American Water Color Society at the 
National Academy of Design, New York, in 1895. 



Wilson Eyre, Jr. 
1858-1944 

Eyre's houses and gardens define an era of architecture in 
Philadelphia and its Main Line suburbs. His only known 
poster was an enlarged version of the cover design for the 
catalogue of an exhibition of architectural drawings at the 
Art Club, Philadelphia. He collected posters and lent sev- 
eral to the poster exhibition organized by Parrish and Rob- 
ert Vonnoh at the Pennsylvania Academy of the Fine Arts, 
1896. 
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Charles Farrand 

Dates unknown 

Since the only known poster by Farrand is for Lippincott's 
(Cat. 72), he may have worked in the mid- 1890s as an 
illustrator in Philadelphia or have been a student at the 
Pennsylvania Academy of the Fine Arts.

This unidentified artist was possibly an illustrator em- 
ployed by the New York Herald. 

Charles Dana Gibson 

1 867-1 944 

Gibson was one of the most popular illustrators of the 
1890s, and the image of the Gibson girl is as familiar today 
as then. Editors vied to secure his drawings for their mag- 
azines because a Gibson design insured an increase in 
readership. Collections of the drawings also sold well. 
Technically, the posters ascribed to Gibson were not de- 
signed by him; instead, a staff artist would adapt one of the 
drawings for the poster. At least twelve posters were 
adapted in this way from Gibsons original pen-and-ink 
drawings. 



The details of Gould s biography have continued to be un- 
clear. He studied in 1894-95 at the Pennsylvania Academy 
of the Fine Arts. His illustrations appeared in several short- 
lived Philadelphia journals, including Moods and Footlights, 
at mid-decade. In 1895, he began a two-year association 
with J. B. Lippincott Company, succeeding Carqueville as 
designer of the monthly series of magazine posters. Critics 
have unfairly described Gould's posters as derivative of both 
Carqueville and Penfield. His compositions lacked the 
static frontal quality of Penfield's figures, implied greater 
movement through diagonal composition, and relied on 
planes of nonprimary color. Two other posters for Lippin- 
cott are known — one in the "Select Novel" series, and an- 
other for Marie Corellis popular fiction (Cat. 88). Gould 
continued working as an illustrator and designer in the new 
century. See Philadelphia: Three Centuries of American Art

Walter Conant Greenough 

Dates unknown 



William James Glackens 

1870-1938 

Glackens, like his Philadelphia friends John Sloan, George 
Luks, and Everett Shinn, is recognized today for his realis- 
tic paintings of American urban life. Between 189 1 and 
1895, ne worked as an illustrator-reporter for several Phil- 
adelphia newspapers, while attending the Pennsylvania 
Academy of the Fine Arts at night. Before J. B. Lippincott 
Company commissioned Carqueville to design the monthly 
posters for their magazine, the firm used designs by various 
Philadelphia artists; Glackens designed the August 1894 
poster (Cat. 77). In 1895, he went to Paris to continue his 
art studies, and on his return in late 1896 he settled in New 
York, where he again worked as an illustrator for various 
newspapers and magazines. He designed at least one poster 
for Scribner's in 1899. Like Sloan, he gradually decreased his 
work as an illustrator as he devoted more time to painting. 
See Nancy E. Allyn, William Glackens: Illustrator in New

1985). 



Alice Russell Glenny 

1858— 1924 

Only two posters are known by Glenny: one for the wom- 
en's edition of the Buffalo Courier (Cat. 78), another for the 
1897 exhibition of the Buffalo Fine Art Academy and So- 
ciety of Artists. Both are among the most beautifully 
printed American posters of the 1890s. These designs have 
the cool, classical frontality that could be perfectly at home 
in one of McKim, Mead, and Whites classical-revival 



Greenough designed at least four posters for New York 
publishers — one for Henry Holt and Company (Cat. 93) 
and three for Dodd, Mead and Company — in 1895 and 
1896. He was probably trained as an illustrator and may 
have been on the art staff of Dodd, Mead. 



George R. Halm 

Dates unknown 

Halm provided at least three posters for several New York 
publishers. His best-known poster was for the series "Bal- 
lads of Our Forefathers" (Dodd, Mead, 1895). 



Theodore Hampe 

Dates unknown 

Only one printed poster is known by Hampe: the August 
1896 St. Nicholas (Cat. 95) records his skill as an illustrator. 
His entry in The Century poster contest received an honor- 
able mention, but no description of it survives. 



Ernest Haskell 

1876-1925 

Haskell is remembered today as one of the important Amer- 
ican etchers active in the first quarter of the twentieth cen- 
tury. Like another American printmaker, John Sloan, he 
began his career as an illustrator for newspapers and maga- 
zines in the 1890s. Haskell arrived in New York sometime 
in 1895 and was soon providing illustrations and many 
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poster designs for the Sunday editions of the Journal and the 
World, as well as for Scribner's and Truth, He seemed to favor 
two styles. One tended to flat areas of color and idealized 
subjects (see Cat. 96) closely akin to the work of Penfield 
and Carqueville; the other was filled with a.joie de vivre that 
owed much to Jules Cheret and the French school. By the 
turn of the century, after a brief period of study at the Aca- 
demie Julian in Paris, Haskell was successful as a designer 
of theater posters. 

Frank Hazenplug 

1873-after 1908 

Little is known about Hazenplug prior to 1894, when he 
entered the employ of Stone and Kimball. He worked 
closely with Bradley and proved to be an adept co-worker. 
When Bradley moved to Springfield, Hazenplug took over 
the elder artist's position in the firm. He has frequently 
been dismissed as an imitator of Bradley, but this judgment 
is unfair. While several of his seven posters published by 
Stone and Kimball shared a kinship with Bradley's posters, 
Hazenplug s use of color and perspective was his own. The 
seventh, designed in 1895 for "Living Posters," a benefit for 
an association of visiting nurses in Chicago, was composed 
in large, flat areas of color with little dependence on the 
drawn line. 



Oliver Herford 

1863-1935 

Herford, born in England, studied at the Slade School, 
London, and at the Academie Julian, Paris, before emigrat- 
ing to the United States. He worked as a caricaturist and 
illustrator for the humor magazine Life as well as for pub- 
lishers in New York and Boston. He was also the author of 
several books, which he illustrated, including Artful Anticks 
(Cat. 102). 

Louise Lyons Heustis 

ca. 1865— 195 1 

Heustis, a portrait painter and illustrator, studied at the 
Art Students League, New York, and at the Academie Ju- 
lian, Paris. She provided illustrations for Harper and Broth- 
ers, Charles Scribner's Sons, and The Century Company. 
She designed at least five posters for books with evocative 
titles, such as Stolen Souls, I Married a Wife, and Chiffon's 
Marriage (Cat. 103), published by Frederick A. Stokes 
Company, New York, in 1895 and 1896. 



L. F. Hurd 
Dates unknown 

Whitehead had seven posters by Hurd in his collection, all 
for various titles published by Dodd, Mead and Company 
in 1895. During the following year, Hurd designed two 
more book posters for two other New York firms, D. Ap- 
pleton and Company and Frederick A. Stokes Company; 
both were included in the 1896 benefit exhibition for Old 
Dominion Hospital, Richmond. 



John D. Kelley 

Dates unknown 

Only one poster is known by Kelley, for The Century Com- 
pany's St. Nicholas (Cat. 108). On the basis of this poster 
design, it can be presumed that Kelley was an illustrator 
employed by The Century Company. 



William Sargeant Kendall 

1869-1938 

In 1895, W. Lewis Fraser aptly described Kendall's work as 
resembling the telegram. His portraits were a "telegraph 
utterance, short, nervous, incisive, spoken with a dash and 
go which seem to imply 1 have no time to linger on the 
curves of those lips, on the turn of that eyebrow, and neither 
do you. You must take my picture for what it is, a reflex of 
the time in which I live. I have uttered the essential 
thought; you may fill in the rest'" ("The Century's Ameri- 
can Artists' Series: Sargeant Kendall," The Century 50.3 
{July 1895}, P- 478). 

These comments might also describe the effect of Ken- 
dall's three posters for Scribner's, unique among the hun- 
dreds of American posters issued in the 1890s. All three are 
telegraphic portraits against a stark yellow background, 
conveying the essential personalities of well-known artists: 
Charles Dana Gibson, August 1895 (Cat. 109); Robert 
Blum, January 1896; and Charles Stanley Reinhart, later in 
1896. Kendall lettered the posters himself, replacing the 
conventional masthead of the magazine. 

R. W. Lane 

Dates unknown 

Presumably Lane was an illustrator employed by Charles 
Scribner's Sons, since the artist's four known posters were 
for books published by the firm. 



Will Phillip Hooper 
Dates unknown 

Hooper, an illustrator, designed four posters for new books 
issued by four New York publishers. Two of them, The Pris- 
oner of Zenda and Slain by the Dooms (Cat. 104), were fraught 
with sensational mystery to intrigue a bookseller's custom- 
ers, much like the popular paperbacks of today. Hooper il- 
lustrated Burr Mcintosh's Foot-Ball and Love of 1895 and 
designed the accompanying poster. 



H. M. Lawrence 
Dates unknown 

Lawrence designed at least four posters for The Century Mag- 
azine and for books published by The Century Company. 
Presumably he was employed in their art department in 
1895. The October 1895 poster for The Century (Cat. 111) 
is unusual in color and design and suggests a possible con- 
nection or at least familiarity with various art potteries as- 
sociated with the American Arts and Crafts movement.

She illustrated several books 
and specialized in portrait painting. 



Leyendecker s designs for magazine covers for the Saturday 
Evening Post and for advertisements for Arrow shirts, Kup- 
penheimer suits, and Interwoven socks were an important 
part of American popular culture in the years before World 
War II. He was a talented artist who deliberately chose to 
pursue a commercial career. His earliest poster designs, for 
two books, were done in 1895 while he was working at the 
Chicago printing firm of J. Manz and Company He had 
been at this firm since 1891 , while he also attended evening 
classes at the Art Institute. In 1896, he won the first prize 
in The Century poster contest (Cat. 112); that same year, he 
went to Paris to continue his art studies at the Academie 
Julian. He returned to Chicago after a year. The Century 
competition brought him many commissions during the 
last years of the decade, including twelve monthly designs 
for covers and posters from the editors of The Inland Printer 
(see Cat. 113); for The Chap-Book in 1899; for Up to Date; 
and for the Chicago firm of Hart, Schaffner, and Marx dur- 
ing the next decade. In 1899, he moved his studio to New 
York. See Michael Schau, J. C. Leyendecker (New York; 
Watson-Guptill, 1974). 



Henry McCarter 

1865-1943 

McCarter studied with Thomas Eakins at the Pennsylvania 
Academy of the Fine Arts and then went to Paris. On his 
return, he worked as an illustrator for major New York 
publishing firms and won prizes for his illustrations at fairs 
and competitions in the first decades of the new century. 
His poster for Stone and Kimball's Green Tree Library series 
(Cat. 124) was unlike any other American poster of the 
1890s — boldly conceived in green, red, and purple, echo- 
ing the books in this series, which shocked traditional 
American readers. He designed several posters for maga- 
zines, including two for Scribner's in 1896 and 1898; one 
for The Century; and, according to Whitehead, one for 
McC lure's. 



Blanche McManus 

1870-? 



A. W. B. Lincoln 

Dates unknown 

Lincoln was one of the more prolific designers of posters in 
the mid- 1 890s. Most of these small posters, at least 
twenty-one in number, advertised new titles issued by 
Frederick A. Stokes Company; he was possibly a member 
of their art department in 1894 and 1895. He also provided 
at least nine designs for other book publishers, three for 
Pocket Magazine, and one for The Century. 



Louis Loeb 

1866-1909 



McManus studied art in Paris. On her return to the United 
States in 1893, she worked in Chicago as an illustrator and 
an author. Like many other artists of the decade, she also 
designed posters, of which eight are known, for almost as 
many publishers. All but one are for books; two in partic- 
ular received critical acclaim; Legends of the Rhine for A. S. 
Barnes and Company; and Lamson, Wolffe and Company's 
The True Mother Goose (Cat. 127), of which she herself was 
the author. Her posters are boldly conceived, with a sure 
sense of the well-drawn line and a controlled use of con- 
trasting color to create a positive and a negative image. 
After 1900, she returned to Paris. McManus was married 
to Francis Miltoun Mansfield; some catalogues use her mar- 
ried name. 



After study at the Academie Gerome, Paris, Loeb worked 
in New York, where he pursued a career as a painter. He 
provided many illustrations for New York magazines. 



Florence Lundborg 

1871-1949 



A. J. Moores 
Dates unknown 

Moores designed more than twelve posters for The Century 
Company while working in their art department — four for 
The Century and St. Nicholas, others for various books pub- 
lished from 1894 to 1896. 



Lundborg, born in California, is remembered today for the 
seven posters she designed for the humor and literary mag- 
azine The Lark. Her posters, like the one by Porter for the 
same magazine (Cat. 228), epitomized the ideals of the Arts 
and Crafts movement in California. Lundborg studied with 
two influential leaders of the movement, Arthur F. Math- 
ews and Lucia Mathews, at the Mark Hopkins Institute, 
San Francisco. In that tradition she cut the wood blocks 
herself for six of her posters for The Lark. Very little is 
known of her later career. In 19 15, she painted three murals 
for the Tea Room of the Women's Board in the California 
Building at the Panama-Pacific International Exposition, 
San Francisco, for which she received a bronze medal. By 
1933, sne nac * moved to New York, where she executed 



Peter Sheaf Hersey Newell 

1862-1924 

The New York artist Newell wrote and illustrated some of 
the best-known books for children at the turn of the cen- 
tury, including The Topsys and Turvys of 1893 and The Hole 
Book of 1908. He was self taught, with only a three-month 
stint at the Art Students League. His many humorous 
sketches were quite popular and insured his employment 
with the editors of Harper's, St. Nicholas, and other maga- 
zines. He provided designs for several posters, including 
one for Topsys and Turvys. See Philip Hofer, "Peter Newell's 
Pictures and Rhymes," Colophon 19 (1934), n.p. 
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Maxfield Parrish 

1870-1966 

By the time he finished his studies at the Pennsylvania 
Academy of the Fine Arts, the painter-illustrator Parrish 
was already a draftsman and colorist of great individuality. 
In 1896, he and Robert Vonnoh organized a poster exhibi- 
tion at the Academy. Parrish designed the catalogue cover 
and the poster (Cat, 133). His entries in the two major 
poster contests of 1896 received prizes: second place in The 
Century poster contest (Cat, 134), and first place in the Pope 
Manufacturing Company's Columbia bicycle poster contest. 
During the remaining years of the decade, his career as an 
illustrator flourished. He designed several posters for books 
and periodicals published by Copeland and Day, R. H. 
Russell and Company, Harper and Brothers, and Charles 
Scribner's Sons, among. others. Most important, he also re- 
ceived his first commissions for posters and other advertise- 
ments from manufacturers of such products as Colgate soap, 
Adlake cameras, and Hornby's oatmeal. These designs 
formed another important aspect of his early career. See Coy

William McGregor Paxton 

1 869 -1 94 1 

Paxton, best known for his fashionable portraits and intro- 
spective genre scenes with young women in contemporary 
settings, epitomized the Boston school of painting at the 
turn of the century. He studied in Boston and Paris, then 
returned to Boston in 1893 and taught at the Colby Art 
School. Among his students was Ethel Reed, who made 
significant contributions to the American poster in the 
1890s. Paxton provided several poster designs for the Sun- 
day editions of the Boston Herald. See Nancy Finlay, Artists 
of the Book in Boston, 1890—1910 (Cambridge, Mass.: Har- 
vard College Library, 1985). 

Edward Penfield 

1866-1925 

Penfield s series of monthly posters for Harper's defined and 
dominated this decade of art posters in America. They were 
bold, precise, and often witty. The success of the Harper's 
series brought critical acclaim to this young artist. Besides 
the magazine posters, he designed at least fifteen for books 
published by Harper and Brothers, two calendars for R. H. 
Russell and Company, and several commercial posters for 
manufacturers of bicycles, dynamite, and other products 
during the 1890s. Penfield resigned his position at Harper's 
in 1 90 1 but continued as an independent artist and illustra- 
tor. He supplied cover designs and illustrations for books 
and for various magazines, such as Scribner's, Collier's, and 
Saturday Evening Post. After 1901, most of the posters were 
commissioned by various manufacturers for product adver- 
tising — for example, Hart, Schaffner, and Marx clothing. 
Penfield was one of the best-known illustrators and com- 
mercial artists of his day. 

It would be tempting to join the critics who dismiss Pen- 
field's posters as simple derivations from French prototypes, 
especially the work of Steinlen and Lautrec. This attitude 



does not take into account an important part of Penfield s 
artistic psyche — he was a superb synthesizer. With great 
skill he easily adapted the French forcefulness, directness, 
and extreme simplicity of means, and used them to suit his 
own artistic needs. As a result, his posters have great indi- 
viduality. His subjects were also uniquely American types. 
He used at most one or two figures, often at leisure and 
casually informal in dress. Penfield s posters' skillfully define 
an era. See David Gibson, Designed to Persuade: The Graphic

E. Pickert 

Dates unknown 

Pickert was an enigma even in the 1890s. His two posters 
for the New York Times were published as by DeYongh; the 
printed initials "E. P." were easily ignored. But he was 
properly credited in the 1896 catalogue of the benefit poster 
show for the Old Dominion Hospital, Richmond. 

E. S. Pierce 

Dates unknown 

Pierce worked in Boston, where he designed several posters 
in 1895 and 1896 for The Bostonian and Miss Blue Stocking. 

Bruce Porter 

1865-? 

Porter was a co-editor, with Burgess, of The Lark. He wrote 
several articles for the journal, provided some of the illus- 
trations and at least one cover (June 1895), an< ^ designed 
the poster for the opening issue (Cat. 228). He received his 
formal training as a painter in England and in Paris and was 
active in San Francisco as a mural painter and as a designer 
of stained glass. 

Edward Henry Potthast 

1857-1927 

Potthast studied at the Art Academy of Cincinnati as well 
as at various art centers in Europe. He is remembered as a 
painter of the summer seashore, but he also designed sev- 
eral posters, including those in 1895 f° r The Century Cook 
Book and in 1896 for Metropolitan Magazine. In 1896, he 
received an honorable mention in The Century poster contest 
for a design used immediately for the magazine's July 1896 
poster (Cat. 229). Poster design was not new to him, since 
he had worked for the Cincinnati lithographers Strobridge 
and Company. At least one of their several circus posters — 
showing a girl balancing on the back of a horse for Barnum 
and Bailey — bears his printed signature. 

Maurice Brazil Prendergast 

1859-1924 

Prendergast was in his mid-thirties when he returned to 
Boston after study in Paris. To support himself, he and his 
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brother Charles opened a frame shop in Boston. Like many 
other artists whose fame as painters came in the next cen- 
tury, he also worked as an illustrator. He provided cover 
designs, illustrations, and at least four posters for books 
published by the Boston firms Joseph Knight Company and 
W. Z. Wilde and Company. His posters combine a graphic 
boldness with an effective use of line and pattern, showing 
a familiarity with Japanese prints. His figures, however, are 
somewhat awkward. Surprisingly, his posters have little 
connection with his monotypes and watercolors from the 
1890s; they lack the expressivity and experimental freedom 
so essential to those now familiar products of his artistic 
genius.

Ethel Reed 

1874— after 1900 

In a two-year period, Ethel Reed of Boston emerged from 
obscurity, blossomed as an artist with an international rep- 
utation, and then disappeared completely. Her biography is 
fairy-tale material. Reed was not only very young but also 
strikingly beautiful; she was often described in posterlike 
terms. Many of the women in her posters and illustrations 
were probably self-portraits. Her engagement, after a pas- 
sionate whirlwind romance, to another Boston artist, Philip 
Hale, was publicized in the literary journals and poster 
magazines. Yet she sailed alone for Europe in May 1896, 
"to study in the broad school of life." In 1897, she was in 
London working on her last known poster, for Richard Le 
Galliennes Quest of the Golden Girl. She was reportedly in 
Ireland in 1898, resting; then she disappeared. 

Sensational though her personal life may have been, Reed 
had great artistic talent. Her formal training was brief, and 
to a great measure she was self-taught. Her earliest posters 
for the Boston Sunday Herald, while somewhat self- 
conscious and tentative, displayed her skill with black-and- 
white composition. With great rapidity she gained assur- 
ance with design and color and a unique style as she contin- 
ued designing posters for the Sunday Herald; Lamson, 
Wolffe and Company; and Copeland and Day. She designed 
sixteen posters in 1895 an ^ received favorable notice from 
European and American critics, especially for Lamson, 
Wolffe s Miss Traiimerei (Cat. 235). She favored female fig- 
ures — if young girls, they are often knowingly naughty — 
frequently surrounded by either poppies or lilies, which to 
the fin-de-siecle mind were fraught with secret meanings. 
During the first five months of 1896, she not only contin- 
ued working on illustrations for several books but also de- 
signed another six (and possibly seven) posters: one each for 
the Sunday Herald, Time and the Hour (Cat. 246), and Pocket 
Magazine; two additional posters for books; and one for the 
fund-raising effort of Chicago's Eugene Field Memorial 
Committee. In all, Reed designed at least twenty-four post- 
ers, many of which rank among the important American 
posters of the 1890s. It is tempting to speculate on the 
further development of her extraordinary talents, the path 
that terminated so suddenly in the late 1890s. See Nancy 
Finlay, Artists of the Book in Boston, 1 890-1 900 (Cam- 
bridge, Mass.: Harvard College Library, 1985). 



Frederic Remington 

1861-1909 

Remingtons fame and popularity as an artist of the Old 
West have not waned. Magazines vied to secure his services, 
whether to illustrate the West or the Cuban campaigns of 
the Spanish-American War. His sole poster for the New 
York magazine Collier's Weekly (Cat. 247) was most likely 
drawn directly by him and not photomechanically repro- 
duced. In his 1897 catalogue, Flood listed one other Rem- 
ington poster, possibly for a book, entitled Ranch Life and 
the Hunting Trail. See Harold McCracken, Frederic Reming- 
ton: Artist of the Old West (Philadelphia: J. B. Lippincott 
Co., 1947). 

Louis John Rhead 

1857- 1926 

Born in England, Rhead came to New York in 1883 as art 
director for the publisher D. Appleton soon after his studies 
at London's National Art Training School in South Ken- 
sington. During his six years with that firm, he also pur- 
sued a private practice, contributing patterns for art needle- 
work and ceramic painting to several ladies' magazines, 
designing book covers and bindings, and painting. In 
1890, his first poster appeared. By the end of the nineties, 
he had designed as many as one hundred posters and re- 
ceived critical acclaim in America and in Europe. He was 
the only American to have solo exhibitions of posters in 
London in 1896 and in Paris at the Salon des Cent in 1897 
(Cat. 269). He received commissions from a number of 
New York publishers, usually for posters to accompany the 
holiday editions of magazines. At Christmas 1895, his de- 
signs appeared simultaneously for The Century (Cat. 259), 
St. Nicholas, The Bookman, and Scribner's (Cat. 260), and for 
the New York newspaper the Herald. The large one- and 
two-sheet designs for the Sun and the Journal were among 
his most effective posters. They were bold and direct, and 
their impact increased when several were hung together. He 
also designed a number of posters for commercial products, 
including Lundborg perfumes (Cat. 248), Pearline washing 
powders and cleansers, and Packer's soap, as well as two for 
the printing firm Louis Prang and Company (Cat. 251, 
258). His poster activity declined after 1900 as he devoted 
his talents increasingly to book illustration. 

Rhead has been called the American Eugene Grasset. He 
did emulate the Swiss-French artist and publicly acknowl- 
edged an artistic debt. However, this relationship was also 
one of parallel development. Both artists admired the work 
of Walter Crane and William Morris, two of the leading 
English artists of the aesthetic movement, and, like them, 
worked in all aspects of design. In contrast to the posters of 
Lautrec and Cheret, however, Grasset s and Rheads designs 
reflect the poster's ability to uplift the morality of the 
viewer.

Henry Mortika Rosenberg 

1858- 1947 

Rosenberg s only known poster won an honorable mention 
in The Century poster contest of 1896 (Cat. 272). He was a 
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painter, and eventually he became the director of an art 
school in Halifax, Nova Scotia. 



Julius A. Schweinfurth 

1858-1931 

Only two posters are known by the Boston architect 
Schweinfurth: one for the Boston Festival Orchestra, the 
other for the novel Quo Vadis (Cat. 273). He designed the 
first in 1895, soon a ^ ter n * s arrival in Boston from Paris, 
where he had studied architecture. Mrs. J. A. Schweinfurth 
lent a number of his posters to the exhibition sponsored by 
the Massachusetts Charitable Mechanic Association in 
1895, according to the accompanying catalogue. 



George Frederick Scotson-Clark 

1873-? 

Scotson-Clark grew up in Brighton, England, where he was 
a classmate of Beardsley. At the age of eighteen, he emi- 
grated to America, where he worked in New York as a stage 
and costume designer. He also designed an unknown num- 
ber of theater posters. From 1895 to 1897, ne designed 
many posters for several New York newspapers, including 
the World, the Record, and the Ledger, He also worked for 
Dodd, Mead and Company, supplying several book placards 
and at least five posters with medievalizing subjects for 
their magazine, The Bookman. Some of his most striking 
posters were for Outing in 1896 and 1897. In 1897, he 
returned to England, where he continued his career as a 
designer of theater posters. See Edgar Wenlock, "Some 
Posters by Scotson-Clark," The Poster 2.7 (Jan. 1899), pp.

John Sloan 

1871-1951 

John Sloan was one of the foremost personalities in the 
world of American art during the first half of the twentieth 
century. His reputation rests on his many etchings and 
paintings of the New York urban environment, part of a 
movement familiarly described as the "Ash Can School." 
But this work came after his move to New York from Phil- 
adelphia in 1904. During the 1890s he worked as an illus- 
trator for various Philadelphia newspapers, including the 
Inquirer and the Press. It is unclear how many posters he 
designed, since only one or two fragments of the long series 
he created for the Bradley Coal Company of Philadelphia 
survive. Six other posters are known: one for Apollo Bi- 
cycles, another for an auction of caricatures at the Pennsyl- 
vania Academy of the Fine Arts, and the remainder for 
books and magazines (Cat. 275-278). In 1894, The Chap- 
Book published four black-and-white drawings expressive of 
Sloan's interest in graphic line, based on study of Japanese 
prints. Their effect is similar to that of his poster for The 
Echo of 1895 (Cat. 277). His posters display a firm control 
of graphic design that continued throughout his extensive 
career as an etcher in the new century. See Peter Morse,

Marianna Sloan 
1875-1954 

Marianna Sloan, the sister of John Sloan, was a landscape 
and mural painter who studied at the Philadelphia School 
of Design for Women. Copies of her only poster are quite 
rare today. 

John Stewardson 
Dates unknown 

Only one poster is known by Stewardson, for a book pub- 
lished by J. B. Lippincott Company (Cat. 280). He may 
have been a student at the Pennsylvania Academy of the 
Fine Arts. 



M. Louise Stowell 
Dates unknown 

Stowell, a student at the Art Students League, New York, 
and of Dow, was active as a painter and illustrator in her 
native Rochester, New York. She probably designed only 
one poster. Rochester was a hotbed of poster activity in the 
mid- 1 890s, perhaps because Bragdon settled there on his 
return from Paris, and he actively participated in the local 
poster mania as designer, author, and collector. 

John Henry Twachtman 

1853-1902 

Twachtman achieved fame as one of the leading American 
Impressionist painters and in a more minor capacity as an 
etcher. His only known poster design was commissioned by 
Stone and Kimball to promote Harold Frederic s The Dam- 
nation of T heron Ware (Cat. 282). It is clearly a painters 
poster and not that of a graphic designer; Twachtman 
conceived the poster in terms of color and brushwork, 
not graphic line. In the 1890s, he lived in Cos Cob, 
Connecticut. 



Henry Sumner Watson 

1868— 1933 

After studies at the Pennsylvania Academy of the Fine Arts, 
Philadelphia, and the Academie Julian, Paris, Watson 
worked as an illustrator and eventually specialized in scenes 
of hunting and fishing. He designed about forty posters 
from 1895 to 1897 for the magazines Truth, Bachelor of 
Arts, Outing, and Recreation. 

E. B. Wells 

Dates unknown 

No biographical information is available on this talented 
artist. 



Charles Herbert Woodbury 

1 864-1 940 

Woodbury was a successful landscape painter, watercolorist, 
and printmaker in Boston. After art studies in Boston, he 
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continued his training in Paris and Holland. His acquaint- 
ance with artists in Holland probably led to the commission 
for his first poster, announcing the exhibition of the Society 
of Painters in Water-Color of Holland at Chase s Gallery in 
Boston (Cat. 285). The rich effects of his poster designs 
were conveyed by the disposition of sharp lines and flat 
areas of limited color. Like Dow, another native Massachu- 
setts artist, Woodbury founded his sense of design on fa- 
miliarity with Japanese art, championed by Fenollosa at the 
Museum of Fine Arts, Boston. Woodbury's six posters re- 



ceived favorable comment from American and European 
critics. 

Charles Hubbard Wright 

1870— 1939 

Wright, a painter and illustrator, designed over thirty post- 
ers while on the staff of the New York Herald in 1895 an< ^ 
1896. He also designed at least one other poster, for The 
Century in 1897. 
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
